NEW BILLS 


______ | Wanted by Granite Cutters 
and Manufacturers. 


Men Want Increase of 
Pay. 


Manufacturers Ask for a General 
Revision. 


In accordance with the existing 
agreement between the Granite Manu- 
facturers’ Association and Granite 
Cutters’ Union, notice was given this 
morning by both Associations of 
changes desired in the bill of prices. 
The present bill which has been in 
force for several years expires March 1, 
1905. 

Under this bill the minimum wage is 
fixed at 35 cents per hour, or $2.64 per 
day of eight hours, The Granite Cut- 
ters’ Union now ask for a minimum 
wage of 37 1-2 cents per hour, or $3 
per day of eight hours. They also ask 
for a general increase of about ten per 
cent in the piece work bill. The cut- 
ters also renew their request fora clause 
in the agreement that will limit the 
number of apprentices to two for each 
gang of twelve men. Under the present 
bill there is no limit to the number of 
apprentices that may be employed. 

The notice of the Manufacturers’ 
Association asks for a general revision 
of the existing bill of prices and does 
not specify any particular item. 

These two notices will be referred to a 
joint committee composed of nine 
members of each association, who will 
consider the matter but their finding 
must be ratified by both bodies. 

As the present bill does not 
until March 1, 1905, it is probable that 
@ peaceful understanding will be 
reached before that time, and that there 
will be no suspension of work.

The people of Sa San Francisco have 
honored themselves, and the memory of 
William McKinley, by erecting a monu- 
ment to the beloved Pregident at a cost 
of $34,000, all collected by popular sub- 
scription. 


It was seventeen years ago today, 
December 1, that Quincy voted to peti- 
tion the Legislature for a City Charter. 
Only 217 voted in the affirmative, and 
101 in the negative. Opinions may 
differ as to the wisdom of the step but 
it was almost inevitable. It resulted, 
however, in increased expenditures, 
and the burden of taxation is greater. 


It is said there will not be so much 
smoke at City Hall between this date 
and election.

Typical Tramp Was In Leices‘er 
on Day of the Murder 


Boston, Dec. 1—John Riley, the 
tramp, who was arrested at Brighton 
on suspicion in connection with the 


murder of Mrs. Brigham, has been posi- 
tively identified by three persons as 
the man who bad been seen in Leicester 
last Friday, the day upon which Mrs. 
Brigham was killed. The identification 
was made yesterday afternoon at the 
Charles street jail, to which Riley had 
been committed until a continued hear- 
ing of his case on the charge of drunken- 
ness. 

Those to visit the jail were George 
E. Marsh and Amos A. Gould, who de- 
clared that Riley is the man wio en- 
tered the town clerk’s office at Leices- 
ter and asked for money, and Albert W. 
Lombard, a bookkeeper in a Leicester 
mill, who asserts that Riley entered the 
building and begged for assistance. 
The three men went to the fail in 
company with Captain Proctor of the 
state police and all agreed that Riley 
was the man they had seen, picking 
him out of 16 men who were placed in 
line before the visitors. Riley, in a 
conversation with Gould, admitted that 
he had been in a town six miles from 
Worcester on the day Mrs. Brigham 
was killed. Leicester is that distance 
from Worcester. 

The state police say that they have 
clearly established that Riley was a 
tramp who had been in Leicester on the 
day of the murder, but they do not at- 
tach any importance to this in connec- 
tion with the murder itself, feeling 
quite certain that Riley knows nothing 
of the homicide. 

Riley is 5 feet 8% inches in height, 
weighs 195 pounds and is 45 years of 
age. He has dark hair and a black 
moustache. When arrested he had a 
three weeks’ growth of beard. The po- 
lice term him a typical tramp.

Victim of the “Fool Killer’ 

Stevensville, Mich., Dec. 2.—Peter 
Nissen, who started across Lake Mich- 
fgan in his balloon boat called the 
“Fool Killer No. 3,” was found dead on 
the beach 213 miles west of here. His 
boat lay about 20 rods down the 
beach and was considerably damaged. 
Nissen’s hands and face were frozen 
and the features reflect his suffering. 
Nissen evidently had uot been dead 
long when the body was found, as rigor 
mortis had not set in,

Thursday night called the department 
to a building on Miller street owned by 
John Casey. The street floor of the 
building was occupied by the owner as 
agrocery. ‘The upper tloor contained 
two tenements, one of which was occu- 
pied by the owner. 

The fire was caused by an explosion 
of acetylene gas, with which the build- 
ing is lighted. Just what caused the 


>|explosion is not known. It is said, 
however, that the clerk, Andrew Mc- 
Laughton, was ia the act of lighting 
one of the burners. 


The explosion was teriflic. The large 
plate glass windows in the front of the 
building were blown out, and smashed 
into a thousand pieces. The rear of 
the store was also pushed out and the 
ceiling forced upward, 

Articles on the shelves were scattered 
all over the store and many of the glass 
bottles were smashed, so that the 
interior of the store was a wreck, and 
looked as though struck by a cyclone. 
In the tenements above lamps were up- 
set and glass was smashed. 

The families over the store were 
thoroughly frightened by the explosion 
especially when articles began to dance 
around, and pieces of plastering dropped 
to the floor. Grabbing their children 
in their arms the women rusbed out of 
doors, thinking that the building was 
about to collapse. 

Later an examination was made of 
the gas machine, and it was found to be 
all right. The impression is that there 
must have been a leak inthe pipe some- 
where, but as there is no odor to acety- 
lene gas it was not discovered until a 
match was lighted. 

Mr. McLaughton and Miss Mary 
McCue, the bookkeeper, who were in 
the store atthe time, had a narrow 
escape from serious injury. 

Both were cut on the bead and bands 
by flying glass. Miss McCue was in 
the office which adjoined the large ice 
chest, and but for this ice chest which 
broke the force of the explosion she 
would have met with serious injury. 
Their injuries were attended to by Dr. 
Ash. 

The loss by tire was small but the 
total damage will be fully $1000.

BARELY ESCAPED ALIVE 


| Experience of Crew of Glouces- 
ter Boat Which Was Wrecked 
Boston, Dec. 2—Among the pas- 
| sengers on the steamer Halifax, which 
arrived here from Halifax, were Cap- 
jain Murray and five members of the 


| crew of the Gloucester fishing schooner 


wrecked 
the 


Golden Hope, which was 

Noy. 24, two days after leaving 

Bay of Islands for Gloucester. 
After filling her nolds with 1200 bar- 


rels of salted herring, the schooner 
sailed for Gloucester on Nov. 21. 


Early the following morning the schoon- 


er began leaking, having strained con- 


siderably in the rough weather en- 
countered the previous night. 

The pump was manned and the 
| schooner was kept on her course. Ib 
spite of the efforts of the crew the 
leak gained on the pump. Steadily 
the vessel settled, until, on Nov. 22. 
the decks were nearly awash. ‘The 


vessel had been leaded toward the 
shore, but was still many miles away 
from land. 

It was then a question of but a few 
minutes when she must go down and 
the men gathered together a few of 
their belongings and took to the dories. 
They had hardly cleared the vessel's 
side when she plunged forward and 
sspnk like a plummet. The crew were 
then 35 miles from Wood island, the 
nearest point of land, and the boats 
were headed in that direction. For 
80 hours the men struggled against the 
terrible sea and the gale. It was with 
the greatest difficulty that the boats 
were kept from being swamped. 

Wednesday night, Nov. 23, hungry 
and nearly exhausted, the men reached 
land. The men suffered severely from 
the bitter cold. They left for their 
homes in Gloucester last night.

Employers Becoming Weary 
of Running ‘‘Closed’’ Shops 


PARRY TALKS OF UNIONS 


Says It Has Received Great 
Check Through Protection of 
Non-Union Men 
gers”--As to Individual Liberty 


From “Slug- 


New York, Nov. 80.—The second 
annual convention of the Citizens’ In. 
dustrial Association of America open- 
ed at Hotel Astor. D. M. Parry, in 
his annual address as president, re- 
viewed the progress of the employers’ 
movement during the last two years 
and predicted for it a steady, permanent 
growth. He said in part: 

“If trades unionism should become 
dominant in this country I have not the 
least doubt that our industries would 
languish and our streets would be filled 
with idle men. No other results could 
possibly come from a system that would 
base the reward of labor not on merit, 
but on the power of organization to dic- 
tate terms, a system that would restrict 
output, discourage enterprise and per- 
mit the inuolent and efficient to set the 
pace for industry. 

“Can present-day unionism become 
dominant in this country? It is my 
belief that if you would like to see or- 
ganized labor obtain a controlling power 
in industrial and public affairs all that 
you need to do is to fold your hands 
and let the unions work their will. Un- 
der the do-nothing policy of the em- 
ployers, up until a few years ago, the 
growth of unionism was magical. Fi 
nally, with several millions of workers 
back of them and flushed with victory 
because of success in a number of 
strikes, the leaders assumed a dictato- 
rial attitude towards congress and local 
authorities. At that time it seemed as 
though public opinion was ready to 
sanction any demands that the strike 
bosses chose to make, and but seant 
hearing was given to the employers’ 
side of any controversy, no mutter how 
diplomatically expressed. 

“IT believe that this was a critical 
time in the history of our country and 
had the employers not abandoned the 
let-alone policy we should today be fac- 
ing a very different condition of affairs 
from that now confronting us. But, 
fortunately for the welfare for every 
man, woman and child in this country, 
there sprang up a movement, which was 
practically spontaneous among the em- 
ployers, for the formation of local asso- 
clations, while such great national or- 
ganizations as the National Association 
of Manufacturers began to grapple 
with the problem with energy and de- 
termination. 

“What happened? There is little 
need for me to rehearse the story. Strike 
after strike was ordered only to be lost 
by the unions, and a great check was 
given to trades union aggression from 
Maine fo California. Shop after shop 
has been opened to the non-union man, 
and protection has been given him 
against the sluggers in most of our in- 
dustrial centers. I believe that fully 
1000 =manufacturing establishments 
have, in the last year, abandoned the 
closed shop and thrown their doors open 
to workmen without regard to their 
membership or nonmembership in g un- 
jon. 

“The effect of the open shop move- 
ment has been particularly beneficial. 
In_some factories the output per man 
has been increased from 25 to 50 percent. 

Mr. Parry declared that the labor 
question was not merely a controversy 
between employers and employes, but 
rather a question whether individual 
liberty was to be maintained. He quoted 
from labor authorities to show that the 
unions denied that there was any such 
thing as the inalienable right to work. 

Mr. Parry declared that the courts 
have with practical unanimity held 
that the closed shop cannot be main- 
tained by means of contracts between 
employers and unions, for the reason 
that such contracts are illegal and void 
in that they tend to produce a mon opoly 
and are unconstitutional and against 
public policy. 

“The question” he said, “then arises 
whether the closed shop can be main- 
tained in the absence of contracts by 
the method of the unions refusing to 
Work with non-union men. I do not 
believe that the unions can force the 
closed shop upon industry by merely 
following the policy of refusing to work. 
But granting for argument’s sake that 
that they may be able to do this, then 
I want to say that where an organiza- 
tion quits work to compel the disch; urge 
of men simply on the grounds that these 
men are not members of the organiza- 
tion, then those composing the organ- 
ization are guilty of an act of persecu- 
tion which can not be justified on moral 
grounds, no matter how much they may 
be acting within their legal rights. The 
men of an organization that commis 
such an act should fully understand that | 
they are striking a blow at individual | 
freedom, the most precious heritage of | 
the common people, and are thereby 
inviting their own undoing. 

“The unions must also remember that | 
while they have the right to quit work 
the employer has the right to employ 
whom he pleases, and this right of the 
employer is not to be taken from him 
no more than is the right to quit work | 
to be taken from the employe. Another 
thing, the more the unions go on strike 
merely to force the discharge of non- | 
union men, the more the employers | 
must co-operate in the defense of the 
rights of independent labor and their 
own right to employ whom they please.”

PRIMITIVE BOOKS, 


fiow They Were Made by the Ancient 
Battaks of Sumatra. 
A near approach to the form of a 
modern book was made by an obscure 
people called the Battaks, who in old-| 
en days inhabited the island of Suma- 
tra. They invented, or adopted from 
some unknown source, a form of book 
consisting of a long strip of bark five| 
or six inches wide and closely resem- 
bling a piece of Egyptian papyrus. 
They seem to have taken a distinct 
step forward in the bookmaking art, 
for instead of rolling their strips of} 
bark in Egyptian fashion they folded 
them into accordion plaits, so that 
they took exactly the form of modern! 
books with uncut leaves. 
Wooden covers were then put on e!-| 
ther side, and the whole was some- 
times bound together with a piece of 
snakeskin. Had the Battak scribe gone 
one step further by cutting the leaves 
and writing on both sides the result 
would have been an exact prototype of 
@ modern book. | 
The Hindoos used a palm leaf two 
or three inches wide, cut in sections 
and dried. Each section may be com- 
pared with the leaf of a book, and 
they were piled up in sequence or per: 
forated and strung together like a ve 
. Hetian blind.

Christmas Cards. 

The first Christmas card ever pub 
lished was issued in 1846 by a London- 
er named Joseph Crandall. Crandall 
was indebted for his idea to Sir Henry 
Cole and employed the famous artist 
J. C. Horsley to make the design. It 
was lthographed by Jobbins of War 
wick court and colored by hand. 
About 1,000 cards were sold. Such was 
the small beginning of what has grown 
to be a gigantic industry. Every 
Christmas after 1846 cards of some 
sort were put upon the market, but it 
was not until 1862 that they came into 
general favor. Then Goodall & Son of 
London began to publish cards in- 
scribed simply with the words “A Mer- 
ry Christmas” and “A Happy New 
Year’ and tn illuminated form, and 
the following year robins, holly 
branches, embossed figures and land- 
scapes were added. With the succeed- 
ing years the popularity of the holl- 
day cards increased, and the cards 
grew more elaborate until they have 
attained their present gorgeousness.

The first act of the senate after con- 
vening today was one of re spect to the 
memory of two distinguished senators 
whose deaths have occurred since the 
adjournment of congress. Senator 
Penrose, immediately after the senate 
Was called to order, announced Sena- 
tor Quay’s demise, anu then gave way 
to Senator Lodge to perform a_ like 
service in the case of Senator Pe 
Adjournment for the day followed : 
once and postponed receipt of the presi 
dent’s annual messag e until Tuesday. 

That document will be received early 
tomorrow and very little, if any, further 
business beyond its reading and the 
induction into office of Messrs. Knox of 
Pennsylvania and Crane of Massachu- 
setts will be undertaken for that day. 
lor the remainder of the week ex- 
ceedingly brief sessions are expected. 
On Thursday an adjournment will be 
tuken until the following Monday. 

It will be exceptional if there should 
be any routine business, but the week 
will not be lost, as the time will be de- 
voted to preparation for the remainder 
of the session, so that the postpone- 
ment of active effort will really ef- 
fectuate the expedition of legislation 
later in the session. 

It is expected that the Republican 
steering committee will give attention 
to the order of business early in the 
session with a view to securing general 
legislation before the appropriation 
bills begin to arrive from the house of 
representatives. Attention will be 
given to filling committee vacancies 
caused by the deaths of Senators 
Hanna, Hoar and Quay, but the dispo- 
sition seems to be opposed to doing 
more in that direction at present than 
to assign to Senator Platt of Connecti- 
cut the chairmanship of the committee 
on the judiciary, which place will go 
to him by virtue of seniority. 

Today was characterized as usual by 
the attendance of a large number of 
spectators and a liberal display of 
fiowers on the desks of senators.

Indianapolis, Dec. 5.—By the with- 
drawal of Representative Landis and 
Harry S. New from the contest for the 
seat in the United States senate now 
occupied by Vice President-elect Fair- 
banks, Representative Hemenway is 
practically conceded the election, which 
will be held by the legislature early 
in January.

The 
general appearance of the palace now 
about to ted will be that of a 
capitol. The style of the building will 
be classical, or Greco-Roman, as it is 
called here, 

The edifice will consist of a main 
building, flanked at each end by a fore- 
part and with a spacious central por- 
tico as the principal entrance. A dou- 
ble row of columns will rise to the 
right and left of this portico and be- 
hind them a large monumental stair- 
case leading to the principal audience 
room, where the court of arbitration 
will hold sittings. This audience 
chamber is to cover 12,000 square feet, 
being 270 feet by 120 feet wide, 
With enormous pilasters of white mar- 
ble. Beyond this main chamber will be 
modeled 
after the court of assizes of the Brus- 
sels palace, with facings of variegated 
At each end of this commit- 
tee room will be subcommittee rooms.

| BBQUEST 1 TO CITY. 


|Charles E. French Thoughtful of 
Ancestors Buried Here. 


The City of Quincy isa beneficiary 
inthe will of Charles E French, the 
retired drug merchant, who recently 
died on Commonwealth avenue Boston. 
He leaves the City of Quincy, $3000, in 
trust, for care of old burial ground 
in City Square, where remains of his 
ancestor, the Rev. John Hancock, re- 
pose. 

A similar bequest is made to the 
town of Braintree, $5,000 in trust for 
care of burial ground where remains of 
his French ancestors repose. 

The public bequests of Mr. French 
amount to the munificent sum of $200, - 
000, of which $98,000 goes to the city 
of Boston, to promote good scholarship 
in the public schools and take care of 
colonial burying grounds, Old State 
House and oldest and largest trees on 
Common, 

The Massachusetts General Hospital 
will benefit $10,000, and smaller sums 
will go to 32 charitable, benevolent, his- 
torical and worthy inetitutions.

That the Cberlin bank, or President | 
Beckwith, really possessed notes for! 
$250,000 and $500,000 respectively,! 
with the name of Andrew Carnegie} 
signed thereto, is now known as a defi- | 
nite fact. Whether these notes are 
forgeries is yet to be shown. This is 
stated on authority of United States 
District Attorney Sullivan and a prom- 
inent banker of Cleveland. 

Receiver Loeser has filed his bond, 
thus making him the legal custodian 
of all property owned by Mrs. Chad- 
wick.

Men who formerly re- 
ecived $5, 86 and 8 a day are now get- 
ting but $8, $4 and $5, and there is 
much dissatisfaction among them. On 
the other hand, the poorly paid men 
have gone to work at $1.85, $2 and

‘The 

Russian loss, according to their account. 
| was only 80 or 40 men. 

The night of Dec. 2 the Japanese bt 
' gan a heavy artillery fire on Poutiloff 

(Lone Tree) hill, paving the way for 

an infantry attack. The Russian ar- 
| tiliery answered yigorously for sev- 

eral hours and then slackened. The 

Japanese, imagining the Russian fire 

had been silenced, flung themselves in 
; Masses against the trenches, where 
| they were allowed to come within close 
| range, and then were met with wither- 
ing volleys and a counter charge with 
the bayonet. The Japanese fled hay 
ing sustained enormous losses. 

A Cossack expedition which was 
sent the night of Dec. 2 to capture a 
Japanese battery on the Russian right 
| flank was only partially successful. 
| I'he Cossacks wiped out the Japanese

| possession of the battery, but were un- 
able to remove the guns, owing to the 
rapid arrival of Japanese reinforce- 
ments.

Washington, Dec. 6.—The main feat- 
ures of President Roosevelt's message, 
which was transmitted to congress to- 
day, follow: 

The enlargement of sccpe of the func- 
tions of the national government re- 
quired by our development as a nation 
involves, of course, {ucrease of expense, 
and the period of prosperity through 
which the country is passing justifies 
expenditures for permanent improve- 
ments far greater than would be wise 
in hard times, but abundant revenues 
aud a large surplus always invite ex- 
travagance, and constant care should be 
taken to guard against unnecessary in- 
crease of the ordinary expenses of gov 
ernment. 

The relations of capital and labor, and 
especially of organized capital and or- 
ganized labor, to each other and to the 
public at large come second in impor- 
tance only to the intimate questions of 
family life. As long as the states re- 
tain the primary control of the poilcs 
power the circumstances must be alté 
gether extreme which require interfer- 
ence by the federal authorities. 

Wageworkers have an entire right 
to organize and by all peaceful and 
honorable means to endeavor to per- 
suade their fellows to join with them 
in organizations. They have a legal 
right, which, according to circumstan- 
ces, may or may pot be a moral right, 
to refuse to work in company with men 
who decline to join their organizations. 
They have under uo circumstances the 
right to commit violences upon those 
who refuse to support their organiza- 
tions or who side with those with whom 
they are at odds, for mob rule is intol- 
erable in any form. 

There is no objection to employes of 
the government forming or belonging 
to unions, but the government can nel- 
ther discriminate for nor discriminate 
against non-union men who are in its 
employment or who seek to be employed 
under it, 

When we come to deal with the great 
corporations the need for the govern- 
ment to act directly is for greater than 
in the case of labor, because great cor- 
perations can become such only by en- 
gaging in Interstate commerce, and in- 
terstate commerce is peculiarly the fleld 
of the general government. Great cor- 
porations are necessary, but should 
be managed with due regard to the in- 
terest of the public asawhole. Where 
this can be done under the present laws 
it must be done. Where these laws 
come short others should be enacted to 
supplement them. 

Above all else we must strive to keep 
the highways of commerce open to all 
or equal terms, and to do this it is nec- 
essary to put a complete stop to all re- 
bates. Whether the shipper or the 
railroad is to blame makes no difference.

THINK FORTRESS IS SAFE 


Russians Say That Jupanese 
Cannot Hold 203-Metre Hill 
St. Petersburg, Dec. 7.—Although 

the war office and the admiralty are 
still without direct news from Port Ar- 
thur, confidence in the ability of the 
fortress to hold out continues to be ex- 
pressed. The reports from Tokio of 
the shelling of the battleships and of 
heavy losses by the Russians in an in- 
efiective attempt to recapture 208-Metre 
hill are considered to be misleading. 

According to an officer of the general 
staff, the warships would be able to 
seek shelter from the fire from 203- 
Metre bill by anchoring behind the 
Tiger's Tail peninsula. Reports that 
the Russians are clearing the mine 
fields outside the harbor are regarded 
as the best indication that the squadron 
is preparing to move out to this an- 
chorage, where it will be secure under 
the protection of the shore batteries. 

An artillery officer who knows Port 
Arthur expresses the belief that the 
Japanese will be unable to hold the 
summit of 203-Metre hil] on account of 
the fire of the Antse and Etse forts, 
which are less than two miles distant. 
This officer declares that it will be im- 
possible for the Japanese to mount 
guns at the top of 203-Metre hill until} 
the ammunition of the Antse and Etse 
forts is exhausted. 

The Tokio estimate that the Rus- 
sfans lost 3000 men in the attempt to 
recapture 203-Metre hill is declared to be 
absurd. It is pointed out that such a 
loss would imply the virtual crippling | 
of the resistance, yet the reports from 
Toklo admit that General Stoessel con- 
tinues to make counter attacks.

The City Council of 1905 will be 
composed of 19 Republicans and 4 Dem- 
ocrats, a gain of one Democrat. Last 
year the three Democrats came from 
Ward Four. This year one Democrat 
was defeated in Ward Four, but one 
was elected in Ward Two, and another 
in Ward Six. There will be 11 new 
Councilmen next year.

Liquor Sellers. 


The request of the Citizars’ No-Li- 
cense League for information regarding 
liquor seiling published ia the Daily 
Ledger of Wedoesday did uot escape 
notice. 

Much has been said during the past 
few days about the large amount of 
liqnor used during the municipal cam- 
paign, and the increasing number of 
drunks seen upon the streets. These 
has served to stimulate a little new life 
into the Citizen No-Liceuse League, 
which has determined to make warfare 
upon violators of the liquor law. 

The league, with the aid of ha police 
and all-law abiding citizens, are deter- 
mined to bring before the courts and 
punish all offenders, 

There is no question but there are 
places in Quincy where liquor is sold. 
There is al-o no question bat what 
there are law-abiding citizens who 
koow of these places, but for fear of 
being brought into the matter they 
have kept the knowledge to themselves. 

It is however to these people that the 
No-License League look to for aid. 
They ask publicly that all citizens who 
know or suspect that any peisons are 
engaged ia the liquor traffic to report 
the matter to them. The League prom- 
ises to treat such information as confi- 
dential, and with the aid of the police 
to thorongbly investigate all reports 
thus received. 

The carrsiog out of this scheme will 
have good results. It will gregtly aid 
in the enforcement of the liquor laws, 
which have almost been a farce of late, 
and at the sams time secure law and 
order.

That Quincy contains good amateur 
musical talent, capable of interproting 
intelligently cantatas of the best grade 
of music, was demonstrated Wednesday 
evening in Bethany church by a large 
chorus of Quincy young women and 
men. 

The chorus was conducted by Mr. 
Arthur M. Raymond, who showed his 
ability in a masterly manner. The tirst 
number, Longfellow's ‘‘ Village Black- 
smitb,’’ for mixed chorus with piano, 
organ and anvil accompaniment, music 
by Charles F. Noyes, was very well 
sung and every part could be clearly 
heard and followed. 

Mr. Edward E. Bullock, the popular 
tenor, sang *‘The Wondering Knighr,”’ 
by Eldredge, which received ano en- 
core, and he gaye ‘‘Come to me, sweet- 
heart.’ He sang in his usual good 
style and was in good voice. 

Mr. Charles Delmont's solo, ‘‘The 
Bedouin love song,’’ also received an 
encore, to which he resonded by sing- 
ing ‘‘Mavourneen.’’ Mr. Delmont has 
a fine big resonant bass voice. He is 
director of music at the Columbus 
Avenue Unversalist church, Boston, 
and among the foremost bass soloist of 
city. 

Gaul’s Cantata ‘‘Ruth,"’ while not as 
interesting in all its parts as some of 
Gaul’s other compositions, was made 
as interesting as hard work, conscien- 
tious singing and guod tone production 
could make it. All the chorases were 
tinely sung and the solo work was ex- 
cellent. Mrs. Morgan in the part of 
Ruth did beautiful work, Mrs. Hunting 
in the short part of Orpab, sang with 
feeling and in good voice. Miss Huff 
sang superbly in the part of Naomi, 
though evidently suffering from a cold. 
Mr. Delmont in the part of Boaz sang 
the air ‘‘Go not from hence," especially 
well. 

Although inthe moderate passages 
all the parts could be heard and al- 
though all the parts did their work ad- 
mirably, the chorus would have been 
better balanced had it been able to pro- 
duce just twice the volume of tenor 
and bass. This seems to bea usual 
weakness in our Quincy choruses. 

Special mention should be made of 
the splendid work done by both the 
accompanists, Mr. W. Porter Pratt at 
the organ and Mrs. Jennie Hocking 
Huut at the piano, which, by the way, 
was a fine toned instrument. The 
major part of the accompaning fell to 
Mrs. Hunt and she accomplished it in a 
perfect manner, technically, and witha 
fine sense of sympathy. 

On the whole, the Unity Circle of 
King’s Daughters is to be congratulated 
upon the success of their ability to se- 
cure the aid of such a musical organiz- 
ation, and it is to be hoped that this 
chorus of which we may justly be proud, 
may become a permanent institution in 
our midst.

Marshal Henkel, who, with his depu- 
ties and Secret Service Agent Flynn 
Grouped in the door of Mrs. Chad- 
wick’s apartments, had entered with-/ 
out knocking, found her in bed. He 
said: 

“Madam, I have an unpleasant duty 
to perform. I im obliged to servea 
Warrant for your arrest, issued by 
United States Commissioner Shields at 
the instance of the federal authorities 
of Ohio.” 

“I am very nervous and iil,” replied 
Mrs. Chadwick. “What shall I do? I 
certainly am unable to get up.” 

“In that case,” said the marshal, “I 
shall be obliged to remain here and 
keep you under surveillance. You 
will realize that unpleasant as this is 
tor both of us, you are a prisoner and 
I have no right to leave you here alone. 
I will do everything I can to relieve 
you of annoyance, however.” 

The secret service men engaged a 
room adjoining Mrs. Chadwick's suite 
aud established themselves there for 
the night, while one of the marshal’s 
men was posted in Mrs. Chadwick's 
bedroom, one outside her door and an- 
other in the corridor. Marshal Henkel 
said he would remain in direct super- 
vision of things all night. 

George Ryall, a lawyer representing 
Mr. Newton of Boston, one of Mrs. 
Chadwick's creditors, called to see her 
soon after the arrest. He whispered 
with her for a moment and then left 
the room. 

Soon after the arrest, and before it 
was known whether Mrs. Chadwick 
would be taken from the hotel at once 
or not, the hotel management sent te | 
Mrs. Chadwick a bill for the rooms up | 
to yesterday. She paid it and the bil? 
was returned to her receipted. 

By permission of the marshal Mrs. 
Chadwick telephoned to her physician, | 
Dr. Moore, te come to heratonce. He 
arrived a few moments later. The 
physician said that, although he had 
advised her severa] days ago to go ta 
o sanitarium, she would be able to an 
pear before Commissioner Shields. 

B. J. Whitney, who is a director of 
the Citizens’ National bank of Oberlin, 
O., called and asked to see the pris- 
omer, but permission was denied him. 

Andrew Squire, who came here 
from Cleveland with Iri Reynolds, 
secretary of the Wade Park Banking 
company, had a half hour's conversa- 
tion with Mrs. Chadwick. At the con 


clusion of the conference Squire said: 
“The arrest of Mrs. Chadwick does 
ot in any way affect the holding we 
os of her securities, and it does not 
change the legal proceedings necessary 
in the further evolution of the case.” 

Mr. Squire further said that he did 
not know the present whereabouts of 
Reynolds, who is said to have in his 
possession the $5,000,000 in securities 
belonging to Mrs. Chadwick. 

The deputy marsha! and secret ser- 
vice men who were in Mrs. Chadwick’s 
room said that the name of Andrew 
Carnegie was mentioned several times 
apd that the sound of the name each 
time caused Mrs. Chadwick to smile. 
The officers added that, though nervous, 
Mrs. Chadwick does not appear as ill 
as has been reported. 

The complaint on which the warrant 
for arrest was issued is headed “Cassie 
L. Chadwick impleaded with C. T, 


Beckwith and A. B. Spear.” The com-} 
plaint was made by United States As- 
sistant District Attorney Baldwin ard 
Tecited that on or about An 26, 1903. 
in Oberlin, O., C. T. Beckwith and A.! 
B. Spear, respectively the president 
and the cashier of the Citizens’ Na- 
tional bank of Oberlin, “did unlaw- 
fully, knowingly, feloniously and wil!- 
fully misapply a portion of money, 
funds and credits of the Citizens’ Na- 
tional bank, with the intent on their 
part to injure and defraud the banking 
ussociation and its shareholders and 
directors; that is to say, the sum of 
$12,500, by wilfully cashing and paying’ 
this amount from the funds of this’ 
bank, a certain check heretofore | 
crawn on the said banking association: 

“That the same Cassie L. Chadwick, 
by whom this check was drawn, did 
not have on deposit with this bank the 
amount of money named or any sum 
whatever to pay this check. as Beck-

Cleveland, Dec. 8.—In order to make 
as strong a case as possible against 
Mrs. Chadwick the federal officials will 
subponea as soon as service Is possible 
a Dumber of witnesses who have 
Lnown Mrs. Chadwick for 20 years. 
The witnesses will attempt to prove! 
that Mrs. Chadwick and Mme. Devere | 
are the same person. Among those for 
whom summ<ises have been issued are 
H. W. Kitchen, a banker of Cleveland; 
Charlies Brosie, superintendent of the 
Pacific Express company at Chicago. 
who was employed by that company in 
Toledo when Mme. Devere was tried' 
vor forgery in 1890, and a Toledo banker 
whose name {s not given out. Warden 
Gould of the Oblo penitentiary will be 
expected to furnish guards who were 
in the employ of the state at the time 
of Mme. Devere’s imprisonment. They 
will be called to testify for the govern- 
ment in the matter of identity. 

The authorities intimate that the 
two alleged Carnegie notes which fig-! 
ure in the Oberlin bank transactions 
with Mrs. Chadwick are destined to 
play a very vital part in the conten- 
tion that forgery has been committed 
and that someone must suffer for this 
crime in connection with the Chadwick 
woman's operations.

‘Measure Proposing Reduction 


of Representation 


IS INTRODUCED BY PLATT 


benators Hold Varied Views Re-

Washington, Dec. 8.—Mr. Platt of 
New York created something of a stir 
In the senate by introducing a_ bill 
providing for a reduction of the con- 
gressional representation of the south- 
ern states on the ground that many 
of the citizens of those states are de- 


prived of their right to vote.

Those who 
cppose opening the subject call atten- 
tion to the absence of any reference to 
it in the president’s message, and the 
fuct that although the Chicago plat-

of it. Of course, nothing will be done 
at this session. The Republicans also 
| agree on another point: ‘They say that 
the party should reach a conclusion,

too quickly. Haphazard attempts, by

| Mr. Platt made the following state- 
| ment regarding the bill: 

| ‘This bill is framed upon the lowest 
limitation possible and treats aS eX- 
ciuded from the suffrage only the male 
| negro citizen over 21 years of age, 
classed by the 12th census as illiterates, 
under the 1500 census tables published 
since the apportionment act of Jan. 16, 
1901. 

“The aggregates actually excluded 
from the suffrage in each of the states 
' mentioned are in truth larger than 
those used as the basis for this act. If 
all negro votables (i. e. male citizens 
| over 21) regardless of illiteracy should 
| be deemed to be excluded, the reduction 
in representation figured from the same 
tebles would be nearly twice as great 
as stated in this bill. 

“It requires no evidence beyond the 
| notorious historical fact, for congress 
to adjudge what cannot be denied, that 
the class of negro illiterates, to the ex- 
tent stated, is practically excluded 
' from the suffrage in the states men- 
tioned in the bill, no matter what may 
be nominal provisions of their respec- 
tive constitutions or election laws. The 
bill, therefore, presents the smallest 
reduction practicable and 1s very con- 
servative. 

“How much further, meritoriously 
considered, the reduction should extend, 
can readily be arrived at by more spe- 
cifically regarding the actual facts of 
total exclusion in respect to each state. 
In treating fractions of representation, 
the benefit has been given in favor of 
the representation according to the size 
o* the fractions. The ‘apportionment’ 
remains as fixed in 1901 and the ‘re- 
dzuction’ is to cease when the facts shall 
| warrant it. 
| “The bill has been’ prepared under 
the direction of the committee on na- 
tional affairs of the Republican club of 
the city of New York, the club hav- 
ing, at its first meeting after the presi- 
dential election, unanimously voted to 
request congress to take immediate ac- 
tion, pursuant to the representation 
plenk in the national Republican plat- 
form.”

WITH ONE BULLET 


Man Claims He Accidentally 
Shot Wife and Daughter 


LATTER'S WOUND FATAL 


Claim That Bullet Passed 
Through Wife’s Neck Before 


Inflicting Mortal injury to 
Daughter Is Refuted 
Worcester, Mass., Dec. 7.—John 


Wainwright, 50 years old, shot his wife 
aud Mrs, Frank S. Lindley, his daugh- 
ter, in the parlor of his house at 9S1 
Southbridge street. He the 
shooting was accidental, but the police 
ignore his plea and he is locked up on 
the charge of murder. ‘The daughter 
died from the effect of the shooting 3U 
niinutes afterward, without guining 
consciousness. His wife is in the city 
hospital, with a serious wound through 
the back of her neck. The bullet en 
tered the right side of the neck and 
cume out on the other side. 
Wainwright says that he went into 
the parlor and, flourishing an old re 
volver which he had been cleaning, ex- 
ciaimed: “Here's the way I would do if 
there wus a burglar in the house.” He 
says the revolver went off accidentally 
and that one shot injured both women. 
He ran out of the house and to a 
store conducted by his daughter, Clara

Asked if the wom- 
an could have been struck by a bullet 
which had passed through the neck of 
Mrs. Wainwright, Baker said: Sit 
would have been impossible.” 

In a statement to Inspector O'Day at 
the city hospital, Mrs. Wainwright 
said that the shooting must have been 
an accident. She absolutely refused to 
make any statement that would reflect 
on her husband's action. 

Miss Clara Wainwright notified the 
police of an accident at the house and 
a police ambulance in charge of Dr. 
Doten and officer Hutchinson was sent 
out. When Doten reached the house 
be found the two women lying in pools 
of blood in the parlor and Wainwright 
standing beside a stove at one side of 
the room, apparently unconcerned. Dr. 
Doten asked what had happened and 
Wainwright replied that he was show- 
ing what he would do if a burglar was 
in the house. He was placed under 
arrest and taken with the two women 
in the ambulance. Mrs. Lindley died 
in the ambulance just as it was leav- 
ing the scene of the tragedy. 

Chief of Police Stone and Inspector 
O’Day questioned all connected with 
the family, but could get no evidence 
that would show the cause of the shoot- 
ing. Mrs. Lindley left her husband a 
month ago and returned to her father’s

ten and brokers sought only to get rid 
of the stocks they ueld.

In New York Tombs 


GIVES PRESS INTERVIEW 


Denies Relationship to Mrs York, 
but Will Make No Statement 
About “Mme Devere Business” 
at This Time 


York, Dec. 9—Mrs. Cassie L. 
Chadwick occupies one of the scantily 
furnished cells in the Tombs. After x 
fruitless search all day for bail, her at- 
torneys gave up the fight last night and 
Philip Carpenter, her chief counsel, 
after a final effort to secure the $15,000 
recessary for her release, stood in the 
corridor of the Federal building at 9 
c’clock when Marshal Henkel threw 
open the doors of his office and led the 
Woman out on her way to prison. 

Mrs. Chadwick was wan, tired and 
aimost fainting. She made her way 
across the hall to the elevator, leaning 
heavily on the marshal’s arm and on 
that of her son, Emil. Behind them 
came her nurse, Freda Swenson, and 
Deputy Marshal Kennedy. The party 
passed through a double row of curious 
people to a carriage which was in wait- 
ing on the Broadway side. 

They were driven directly to the 
TYombs. Arriving there, Mrs. Chad- 
wick was half carried up the steps and 
into the building. Warden Flynn met 
the party and after the usual prelim- 
inaries had been attended to the wom- 
au asked permission to have her nurse 
remain with her. This was denied, the 
Warden saying that she should have 
uo privileges not allowed other pris 
cuers. 

Mrs, Chadwick gave a handbag anda 
few trinkets to the nurse and whis- 
pered some instructions to her son. 
Marshall Henkel formally turned his 
prisoner over to the warden and she was 
taken to the matron’sroom. Sheasked 
to say good night to her son and the lad 
eagerly rushed to his mother and em- 
braced her. Then she was led away 
to the inner office where her pedigree 
was taken and she was assigned to a 
cell. The son and nurse entered a car- 
riage aud were driven to a hotel. 

While lying on a couch in the United 
States marshal’s office awaiting a 
bondsman, Mrs. Chadwick, for the first 
time since her name has been before the 
public, consented to talk for publication 
and gave a press reprepresentative 2 
statement in which she denied relation- 
| ship to Mrs. York of San Francisco, 
who gave out an interview yesterday 
te'ling of the earlier life of Mrs. Chad- 
wick. 

In justice to her son, Mrs. Chadwick 
no statement 
about “this Mme. Devere business” at 
,the present time, but promised that

Mrs. Chadwick also told of the Wade 
Fark and Oberlin bank matters.

What Investigators Found Lao 
Vermont Penal institu:ions 


continuance in office of the directors 
of the state penal institutious and the 
superintendent of the state prison is 


detrimental! to the best interests of the 
state is the opinion expressed in a re- 
port submitted to the legislature by a 
special committee of that body. 

This committee was appoluted to 
Peobe into the affairs of the house of 
correction, the state prison, the indus- 
trial school, and the Insane asylum. At 
the two latter institutions the commit 
tee had little time for extensive in- 
vestigation, but in their report a more 


business-like administration in each 
institution is recommended. 
At the state prison, however, the 


; committee found that Superintendent 


Oakes, in addition to applying to and 
receiving from the directors an in- 
crease in salary, appointed his wife 
housekeeper and her name was put on 
the payroll. The committee reports 
that Mrs. Oakes was at the time of 
her appointment, and bas been since, 
an invalid and confined to her bed al- 
most entirely. The report also accuses 
Oakes of using at his summer camp 
provisions which were the property of 
the state and which, when vurchased, 
were supposed to be for use at the 
prison. 

At the house of correction, the report 
of the committee says, lax business 
methods prevailed at the expense of the 
state. Superintendent Morgan Is 
charged with turning the marble de- 
partment over to a subordinate, abso- 
lutely accepting as final tbkis subor- 
dinate’s reports as to expenses, etc. In 
this manner, it is charged, debts were 
contracted which would have been 
made unnecessary had the administra- 
tion been conducted on a_ business 
basis. 

The three directors of the state penal 
institutions are charged by the legisla- 
tive committee with neglecting their 
duties.

This means that messages will be tak- | 
en from vessels other than warships 
and transmitted for them at commer-) 
cial rates to their proper destinations, ! 
It also means that the government is 
going to keep other wireless plants 
from getting anywhere near its sta- 
tions. 

The government system of wireless — 
communication is going to be a big 
one, and the demand for operators is 
larger than the supply. Already sparks 
can be transmitted from Maine to Pan-; 
ama, which places the navy yard at 
Brooklyn in close communication with 
all the stations up and down the coast. | 
Soon the Pacific coast line will be har- | 
nessed, and then the government will 
have a chain connecting United States. 
forts and naval stations from Vancou- 
ver to New Brunswick. 

The wireless school in the navy yard 
is close by the steel sides of the un-| 
finished battleship Connecticut and in 
the shadow of the immense traveling 
crane. Straight into the air overhead 
sticks the big white pole with its 
streamers of steel. This indicates the 
wireless station, and under it six bours 
at a stretch the trim figures in blue} 
“plug” away at the “art of sparking.” | 
That’s what the sailor lads call it. | 
Some in steel helmets are busy at “re- | 
ceiving,” others are at the key “send- 
ing,” and the rest are taking apart and 
putting together the electrical and me 
ehanical appliances that make the bat- | 
tery and apparatus. 

The spark from a wireless plant | 
sounds like the cry of a gigantic lo-| 
cust in summer time, only it is not so 
long and drawn out. It comes sharp 
and distinct like the click of a tele- 
graph instrument. Add this racket to 
the rat-a-tat-tat of the workmen’s ham- | 
mers aboard the Connecticut, the hum | 
of the traveling crane and the con- | 
tinual hiss of escaping steam, and one’ 
has the atmosphere of the navy’s wire- 
less school. Occasionally the band of 
a warship breaks loose in honor of 
somebody’s coming aboard, small but 
important tugs are incessantly whis- 
tling hoarsely, and the noise of the, 
shops close by never ceases.

A LONG LOST CITY. 


Tanagra, the Site of the Modern 
Town of Gremada, In Greece. 
Gremada is the name of the modern 
city in Boeotia, Greece, which occupies 
the site of the ancient city of Tanagra. 
The old town was a rich and luxurious | 
place, greatly renowned for the cock- | 
fights that were given there. It had 
the honor of being the birthplace of 
Corinna, the great poetess of the fifth 
century before Christ, and perpetuated 
her memory by a majestic tomb, on 
which she was represented five times | 
crowned in remembrance of the five 
victories which she had gained in the 
lyrical contests with Pindar. Despite 
this comparative celebrity it appeared 
destined to the eternal sleep of forget- 
fulness when after more than twenty- 
two centuries of silence chance drew 


In 1870 the inhabitants of the nefgh- 
boring villages while digging in their 
flelds exposed to view some tombs 
which the French have assigned to the | 
nineteenth century before the Chris- 
tian era. The discovery of these first 
sepulchers was the cause of excava- 
tions, during which a quantity of other 
tombs were discovered, all situated 
along the roads which led from the 
walls of Tanagra in the direction of 
Thebes, Chalcis, Harnia and Platae. 

Among this mass of tombs belonging 
to several centuries the most interest 
attaches to those of the fourth century 
before the Christian era on account of 


| their contents. It was in these particu- 


larly that the statuettes known today | 
under the name of ‘“‘Tanagra figurines” 
were for the most part discovered.

If holly leaves 
are not procurable to the florist 
or some person having a private green 
house or conservatory and borrow an 
old plant of English ivy. Throw the 
vines over the altar, letting the ends 
of the branches trail the floor at 
sides and front.

Hunger Plays an Important. 


Part at Port Arthur 


JAPAN GAINS MAIN POINT 


Will Have Opportunity to Cease 
Desperate Assaults Because of 
Destruction of Russian Vessels 
--Togo Confident That He Can 
Destroy Baltic Flee: 


Tokio, Dec. 10.—The scenes of horror 
fcllowing the fighting of the past tw« 


weeks battle description. Dead bodies 
bave been piled in heaps in many 
places, aud the dead have not only 


been left unburied, but the wounded 
have in many cases been left to die 
among the corpses. 

The Japanese can now settle down 
and let hunger do the fighting for 
them. With the destruction of the 
Russian vessels in the harbor the 
mnain point in the campaign against the 
fortress bas been gained. 

The great danger was that the fleet 
would be saved until the Baltic fleet 
arrived, when Togo would have to 
fight two fleets, one behind him and one 
in front. To get at the Port Arthur 
ficet the Jepanese have been ready to 
sucrifice thousands of men and now 
they can settle down and starve out the 
garrison. 

It is known that food is so 
even now that starvation stares the 
defenders in the face. Sickness and 
disease are also rife, and under these 
circumstances there will be no need 
of any more desperate assaults on tl. > 
forts. Admiral Togo can now calmly 
await the arrival of the Baltic fleet, 
confident that he can easily destroy it. 

Considerable astonishment is  ex- 
pressed here over the fact that the 
Russians in no way resisted the dis- 
abling of the Port Arthur fleet. In 
certain quarters the opinion is enter- 
tained that the Russians opened the 
seacocks of the vessels so as to lessen 
their exposure to the Japanese fire. 

The recent cessation of mine clear- 
ing was taken as evidence that the fleet

did not intend to make a sortie. There 
was no sign of life on the Russian 


ships during the bombardment, and 
from this fact it is concluded that the 
bluejackets took refuge on Jand or 
that they are engaged in the land de- 
fenses. 

With the Russian second Pacific 
squadron approaching, those in Tokio 
cannot comprehend the failure of the 
Russians to die hard and to inflict all 
possible damage on the Japanese fleet, 
even at the cost of weakening the ef- 
fective garrison. 


Russian Aomiraity Hears the News 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 10.—Reports of 
the destruction of the remainder of the 
Port Arthur squadron are in the hands 
of the admiralty, where they are con- 
sidered as sounding the knell of the 
Port Arthur fleet.

How to Make a Friendship Calendar. 

The friendship pad calendar is espe 
cially nice to give elderly people or the

sage signed with that friend’s name 
and date are taken to the printer, who 
puts the consecutive dates on in red 
ink and gums the slips into a pad 
which can then be mounted on a deco- 
rated board or put into a leather case 
to stand on the table. 


How to Roast a Small Pig. 

If you are going to have a small 
pig for your Christmas dinner here is 
a splendid way to roast it. Of course 
your butcher will prepare the pig, so 
far as cleaning is concerned. When 
the pig reaches you wipe him inside 
and out with a damp cloth. Make a 
stuffing of a cupful of breadcrumbs, 
a half chopped onion, two heaping ta- 
blespoonfuls of melted butter, a scant 
tablespoonful of sage, a little grated 
nutmeg, a saltspoonful of salt and two 
well beaten eggs. Stuff the pig with 
this, sewing him up, then bend his 
front legs backward under him and his 
hind legs forward, also under him, and 
tie them with stout twine close to the 
body. Dredge with flour, put into the 
dripping pan, pour a cupful of water 
over and around the pig, rub with but- 
ter and roast, basting frequently for 
about two hours or longer if the pig 
be a good sized one. 


How to Make Ch@istmas Squares. 
To four well beaten eggs add four 
ounces of sugar and beat for twenty 
minutes. Mix three ounces of seedless 
raisins with five ounces slightly brown- 
ed flour, and add gradually the eggs 
and sugar. Pour into a flat, square tin, 
lined with buttered paper, and bake ¢ 
quarter of an hour in a hot oven. Take 
from the oven and cut into squares 


| while still hot. 


How to Thaw Frozen Greens. 

It often happens that Christmas 
greens are frozen in transit. In such 
cases put them at once into a very 
cool, dark cellar where they can thaw 
out very gradually. The temperature 
should not’ be allowed to exceed 45 de- 
grees F. Frozen holly is very little 
damaged if intelligently treated, but a 
single night in a warm express car 
may cause it to turn black. Mistletoe 
and wild smilax are much more sus. 
ceptible to frost injury. The Califor- 
nia holly is not a member of the holly 
but of the rose family. It is not hardy 
in New England, but is worth cultivat- 
ing in all parts of the south. 


How to Clean Worsted Slippers. 

To clean worsted slippers or shoes 
such as are worn by invalids, in the 
bedroom, on the steamer and as a pro- 
tection over dainty satin or kid even- 
ing slippers remove the soles and bows 
and immerse the slippers in gasoline 
Shake out thoroughly on taking from 
the jar and put in the air to dry.

Christmas Service In Stable. 

At Santa Cruz, Cal., there is an old 
Spanish church in which the people 
worship only on Christmas eve.

Though they are elected by constitu- | 
encies in just the same manner as in 
the United States, each member is paid 
at the rate of more than $80 a week 
for his services. The actual salary | 
paid them is $1,000 a session, but a ses- 
sion lasts only twelve Weeks. ‘There 
are members in the house, and 
when a man is elected he gets a num- 
ber for the purpose of identification 
and is usually referred to by it, no} 
matter where he may be. This number | 
is painted in big figures on a hinged 
flap, which is attached to his desk in 
the parliament chamber. When he is} 
seated he raises the flap on its hinge 
us a Sign that he is ready for work for 
the day. When he leaves the sitting he | 
lays the number flat again. ‘The flap 
also serves another purpose. During 
a debate, when the member wishes to 
show his approval or disapproval of | 
what is being said or to attract atten- 
tion to his claim to be allowed to speak, 
he rattles this flap and by long prac- 
tice has become so skillful that he can | 
make more noise this way than any 
other. When he wishes to make a 
speech he further emphasizes his de- 
sire by shouting out his number, and if 
the president wishes to recognize him 
he repeats the number. 

In the center of the chamber is a high 
tribune, and when a member wishes to | 
speak he takes his stand there in view 
of the whole house. The president sits 
just behind him and rings a bell when- 


ot 


ever there is any breach 6f order. The} 
chamber is semicircular in form, and | 
the members sit together at little} 


groups of desks, three or four togeth- | 
er, all around. 

Every word spoken in the house of | 
representatives in Tokyo from the day 
of its opening has been taken down and | 
carefully preserved.

Only once in the history of the city 
has it been deemed advisable to go out 
of town for a man to fill the office of 
Commissioner of Public Works. This 
was in the first year under Mayor Adams 
when he sought out Charles F. Enowl- 
ton, then connected with the State 
Highway Commission. 

There are only four offices which may 
be filled from non-residents, and the 
Commissionership is one. Section 42 
of the City Charter reads in part: 

‘*No person shall be eligible for elec- 
tion or appointmest to any office 
established by this act, unless at the 
time of such election or appointment he 
shall have been a citizen of the United 
States for at least one year, nor to any 
such office except tbe offices of Com- 
missioner of Public Works, Superin- 
tendent of Schools, Chief of Police and 
Chief Engineer of the Fire Department, 
upless at the time of such election or 
appointment he shall have been a resi- 
dent of the city for at least one year.”’ 

There is always a prejudice against 
the selection of an official from out of 
town, and it should not be necessary in 
a city which has over 5000 voters who 
are eligible.

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A CHADWICK CLAIM’ 


Woman Said She Was Carne-) 
gie’s Illegitimate Child 


REYNOLDS BELIEVED HER 


His Eyes Opened When He 
Found Securities Were Worth- 
less--Ohio Authorities Deter- 
mined to Hold the Woman 


Cleveland, Dec. 12.—Secretary Ii 
Reynolds of the Wade Park bank de- 
clares that his implicit belief in the 
statements made to him by Mrs. Chad- 
wick, in which she declared herself to 
be the daughter of Andrew Carnegie, 
was the impelling cause of his financial 
dealing with her. 

“She told me,” said Reynolds, “that 
sabe was the illegitimate daughter of 
Andrew Carnegie, and I believed her. 
I never doubted her story until on the | 
occasion of my last visit to New York, | 
when Mr. Squire came to me and de-| 
clared that all the securities she had! 
given me, as the notes of Andrew Car-| 
negie, were worthless. It was only} 
then that I doubted her. Before that} 
I had refused to say anything about 
her or her affairs because I deemed it 
my duty to protect her in the story 
of her birth as she had given it to me. 
I never once doubted her until I was 
shown that the securities she gave me 
were worthless. 

“After that, of course, I could not 
believe her any more. When she told 
me the story of being the daughter of 
Andrew Carnegie, her husband, Dr. 
Chadwick, was present, and he  be- 
lieved the story as I did. 

“Just to show the methods of Mrs. 
Chadwick, I will tell of what she of- 
fered to do for me about one year ago. 
She came to me in my office here, and 
said that she was grateful for all I 
had done for her, and that she wished 
me to accept a present from her. She 
then offered me $100,000, in four notes 
of $25,000 each. The notes were 
drawn by her, and she declared that 
they were as good as gold. They may 
bave been, for I know that her notes | 


for similar amounts had been nego- 
tiated in banks in this city and had 


been taken up at maturity. 

“Of course, as an officer of the bank, 
I could not accept such a present and 
remain in the institution. I was com- 
pelled either to resign or decline the} 
present of the notes, and I declined the 
notes.” 


Both the federal and state authori- 
ties have united in the determination 
to keep Mrs. Chadwick behind prison 
bars until she is brought before either 
the federal grand jury or the grand 
jury of this county to answer to the 
charges against her. The determina- 
tion emphatically to resist Mrs. Chad- 
wick’s release on a bail bond was re- 
ported after a conference between 
United States Attorney Sullivan and 
County Prosecutor Keeler, 


According to the most accurate esti- 
mate of the estate of Mrs. Chadwick 
that is possible before the receiver has 
investigated her assets, and reported 
on his findings to the court, her credi- 
tors as a whole will receive about 114 
mills on the dollar. What lends addi- 
tional interest to this showing, from 
the creditors’ standpoint, is that one 
man, Reynolds, will receive the whole 
of the assets visible at the present 
time. There may be funds in reserve 
somewhere, as there may be additional 
creditors who have not yet announced 
that Mrs. Chadwick is indebted to 
them, but it is not expected by bank- 
ers and attorneys of this city, who 
have the greatest knowledge of her af- 
fairs, that any more large loans will 
be developed. 

A feature of recent developments 
fu the financial transactions of Mrs, | 
Chadwick ig the disclosure that she | 
had in wer possession directly and in- | 
directly alleged securities to the amount ! 
of nearly $14,000,000. These al! bear | 
the name of Andrew Carnegie.

| Russian Ships at Port Arihur| 


Can Do No Effective Work 

Tokio, Dec. 12.—The battering by the | 
Japanese of the Port Arthur fleet con- } 
tinues and there is little ground for ex- 
pecting that it ever again will engage 
the Japanese. The battleship Sevasto- 
pol continues at anchor outside, but} 
possibly returns to the harbor at night 
and anchors inside the outer boom, 
which protects her from torpedo boats. | 
The recent heavy weather has given} 
added protection to the vessel. 

Naval experts are discarding the 
theory that the Russians themselves 
sank any of the ships, and the fact 
that the vessels first showed lists while 
in exposed positions and the efforts 
made to save the Sevastopol are re- 
garded as conclusive evidence against 
the theory of their being sunk by the 
Russians. A majority of the sunken 
warships lie headed northward. They 
received the bulk of tue fire across their 
port sides and the fact that at least 
two of them showed lists to starboard 
gives rise to the theory of Japanese 
shells exploding inside the ships and 
against the starboard armor, curving 
the armor outward and causing leaks. 

In order to end the future availability 
of the Russian warships the Japanese 
centinue to drop shells into the sunken 
hulks. The whereabouts of the tor 
pedo boat destroyers continues doubt 
ful, but it is thought they are shelter- 
ing outside the harbor. The weather 
prevents a good observation being 
made, but the Japanese are sending a 
searching fire into nooks which are not 
observable from 203-Metre hill and 
other heights. 


Japs Lost 13,000 Men 

London, Dec. 12.—The Daily Tele- 
graph’s Tientsin correspondent learns 
from official Japanese sources tbat the 
Japanese casualties at Port Arthur 
the latter part of October were 3000 
killed and 10,000 wounded. The losses 
in more recent attacks, the 
spondent adds, were much heavier.

Significant Outbreak In the

RED FLAG FOR A SIGNAI 


a Workmen and Students Start 
| Demonstration Which Taxes 
Supreme Efforts of Police and | 
4 Military to Suppress 

} 


St. Petersburg, Dec, 12.—A popular ' 
anti-government demonstration, the 
participants in which included large | 
numbers of students of both sexes, be- | 
gan at mid-day Sunday in the Neysky 
| Prospect and lasted about two hours. 
Hundreds of police and mounted gend- 
armes, who were hidden in the court- 
| yards of the public buildings, emerged | 
| 
| Suddenly and charged the crowd at full 
gallop, driving the aemonstrators in | 
headlong confusion and screaming with 
terror, upon the sidewalks and jnto 
| adjacent Streets. This led to serious 
| encounters, 50 persons being more or 
less severely injured. Large numbers 
were arrested. 
Not since the riots of 1901 has the 
| Russian capital lived through such a 
| day of excitement as yesterday. The 
authorities got wind of the big anti- 
government demonstration planned for 
yesterday by the Social-Democratic 
labor party to demand an immediate} 
end of the war and the convocation of 


, paper yesterday morning, in black-face 
type, was an explicit warning to the 
people to desist from congregating in 
the Nevski prospect, near the Kazan 
cathedral. At the same time extensive 
preparations were made to quell any 
disturbance. 

The newspapers’ warnings, how- 
ever, by giving notice to those not ap- 
prised of the prospect of a demonstra- 
tion, defeated the very object for which 
they were designed, attracting seem. 
ingly the whole population of this vast 
city to the broad thoroughfare; and 
long before the hour fixed, despite the 
pleading of the police, who literally 
lined the sidewalks, the throngs on the 

pavements were so dense that move- 
ment was almost impossible, while the 
snow-covered boulevard was black 
with a tangled mass of sleighs filled 
mostly with the curious. In throngs on 
the sidewalk were practically the whole 
student body of the capital, including 
many young women, who have always 
been prominent in Russia in liberal 
revolutionary movements, and also 
thousands of workmen belonging to the 

Soclal Labor party, which had planned 
the demonstration. 

Toward 1 o’clock the workmen and 
students seemed io swarm toward the 
eorner of the Hote] Europe, opposite 
the Kazan cathedral. The police tried 
in vain to keep back the human tide. 
Then, when there was not a_ single 
mounted policeman in sight, on the 
stroke of 1, from the neart of the thick- 
ly wedged crowd a blood-red flag, like 
a jet of name, suddenly shot up. It 
was the signal. Other flags appeared 
in other parts of the crowd, waving 
frantically overhead and were greeted 
with a hoarse roar “Down with au- 
tocracy.” 

The students surged into the streets, 
singing the “Marseillaise,” while inno- 
cent spectators, seeking to extricate 
themselves, crowded into doorways 
and hugged walls. Dismounted police 
made a single attempt to force their 
way into the crowd to wrest the flags 
from the demonstrators, but the stu- 
dents and workmen, armed with sticks, 
stood close and beat back their as- 
sallants. 

Ther, like a flash, from behind the 
Kazan cathedral came wheeling a 
squadron of gendarmerie. The doors 
of adjoining courtyards were thrown 
back and battalions of police came out. 
A double squadron charged the flank 
of the demonstrators with drawn 
sabres. Five other squadrons circled 
the mob, cutting through the fringe of 
spectators, who gladly scurried to 
cover. The main wedge of the demon- 
atrators stood fast oniy a moment or 
two. There was a sharp rattle of 
cudgels and sables. The women espe- 
cially were fierce in their resistance. 
Many were struck and trampled, and 
blood streamed from their faces. 

While the mob stood, those within 


| managed to throw hundreds of revolu- 


tionary proclamations over the heads 
of their fellows. The jolice urged 
crowd, 


into the 


| courtyards, the Hotel Europe and the 
| church. The intense excitement lasted 


| 
| 


about 10 minutes, after which mounted 
squads of the gendarmerie patrolled 
the streets and the policemen devoted 
themeelves to keeping the crowd moy- 
ing. 

F itesing the sharp fight the riot- 

ers bad made, the police acted hu- 
manely with the crowd, avoiding bru- 
tality and roughness in keeping the 
throng moving. In the meantime those 
confined in the courtyards who were 
recognized as agitators were arrested. 
but others were allowed to go home, the 
wounded first having their injuries 
dressed. There were probably a hun- 
dred broken heads and several were se- 
yerely wounded, though none fatally, 
so far as is ascertainable. So far there 
ave been over 100 arrests. 
The ferment continued al] day and 
far into the night, but only one or two 
other abortive attempts were made at 
demonstrations, the police being in 
such force that they had no difficulty in 
seizing the ringleaders and no resist- 
ance being made in any case.

NOT MUGH TO SAY 


Chadwick Averse to Discussing 
His Wife’s Troubles 


INTERVIEWED IN PARIS 


Daily Learns New Features 
About the Case Which He 
Never Knew Before--Not Ac- 
qualaoted With Carnegie 


Paris, Dec. 13.—Dr. Leroy S. Chad- 
wick of Cleveland, whose wife, Cas- 
sie L. Chadwick, is held a prisoner in 
New York, charged with frauds ef a 
financial nature, has been staying here 
quietly for some time, occupying quar- 
ters in a hotel in the centre of Paris, 
but, owing to the notoriety of his wife's 
affairs, he has observed the greatest 
seclusion. Dr. Chadwick was inter- 
viewed and consented to talk regarding 
the troubles of his wife, but requested 
that the nume of the hotel at which 
he is stopping be not disclosed, owing 
to the mortification it would occasion 
bim. 

Dr. Chadwick is somewhat beyond 
middle age, of slender build, and his 
face is very pale, giving him the appear- 
ance of an invalid, which he explains 
is the result of a recent serious attack 
of Roman fever, from which he is 
slowly recovering. He hag not the ap- 
pearance of a person accustomed to 
affiuent surroundings. He has a keeu 
visage and alert and rather nervous 
manners. He frequently reiterates his 
desire to avoid attracting attention, 
mainly on account of his daughter, a 
prepossessing girl of 19, by his former 
wife, and who is accompanying him. 

A press correspondent talked for an 
hour with Dr. Chadwick, going over 
the most important features of Mrs. 
Chadwick’s affairs. His answers were 
given slowly and with evidence of 
great caution. “It is most unpleasant 
to me,” Dr. Chadwick said, “to be in- 
terviewed under the present circum- 
stances. It was an extreme shock to 
me when I saw the newspaper reports 
concerning the case. I learn every 
day new features about the affair 
which I never knew before. I do not 
think it desirable to enter into details 
until I return to America, as there 
haye been so many mis-statements 
that I do not know just what are the 
facts and what is fiction. There is no 
truth in the report that Mrs. Chad- 
wick settled a large sum on me. Dol 
look like a man of muiions?” 

Dr. Chadwick called attention to his 
uppearance as he uttered this remark, 
saying: “Anyone would be able to see 
that I am not a man who bad received 
Willions from his wife.” 


Asked concerning reports that Mrs. 
Chadwick is in reality Lydia DeVere, 
he answered: “The first time that I 
ever heard the name of Mme. DeVere 
in this connection was when I saw 
it recently in the newspapers. He 
declined to discuss further the circum- 
stances of his marriage, saying it wis 
a matter of public record and purely 
personal. 

Questioned upon the financial aspects 
of his wife's affairs, Dr. Chadwick re- 
plied: “The financial matters in the 
case do not affect me in the slightest. 
They speak of bonds being found. I 
would like to know what these bonds 
and papers look like.” 

The doctor was shown a publication 
stating that the alleged securities em- 
braced those of several millions of dol- 
lars signed or endorsed with the name 
Andrew Carnegie. “I do not know 
Andrew Carnegie personally,” replied 
Dr. Chadwick. 

“Does your wife know Mr. 
negie?” the doctor was asked. 

“I would rather not discuss Andrew 
Carnegie,” said the doctor. 

A number of questions of similar 
purport concerning individual financial 
transactions failed to elicit a specific 
response. Dr. Chadwick continued: 
“IT would not like to harm anybody. I 
am very sorry to hear that Mr. Rey- 
nolds, secretary of the Park bank of 
Cleveland, an old and trusted friend, 
is in trouble. I have the profoundest 
I have 
met Mr. Beckwith of the Citizens’ bank 
of Oberlin only twice, or perhaps three 
times. From whatI saw of himI have 
the greatest respect for him and be- 
lieve him to be an honest man. 

“Concerning my relations with Mrs. 
Chadwick, I will explain them on my 
return to the United States. As to 
any real estate which she asserts she 
may have, that is a matter of public 
record, and her personal means I will 
rot talk about. Naturally I am taking 
a great interest in the case, but I have 
not seen any lawyers relative to my 
status. Although I have not yet taken 
any definite steps concerning sailing, I 
intend leaving Paris for the United 
States in a week or 10 days.” 

Being asked whether he was in com- 
munication with his wife, Dr. Chad- 
wick refused to reply.

Jackson, Miss., Dec. 18.—Governor 

Vardaman made the opening speech at 

the Cotton and Corn Carnival and after 

welcoming the visitors, branched off 


into politics. In touching on the at- 
titude that southern representatives 
should assume in their fight against the 
reduction of southern representation, 
the governor sald: 

“And instead of going to the con- 
gress of the United States and saying 
that there is no distinction made in 
Mississippi because of color or pre- 
vious condition of servitude, tel] the 
truth and say this: 

“We tried for many years to live in 
Mississippi and share sovereignty and 
deminion with the negro and we saw 
our institutions crumbling, we saw the 
public funds squandered, we saw the 
civilization that our forefathers had 
fought .or passing away; and the law of 
self-preservation being the first law 
we observed it; we rose in the majesty 
and highest type of Angro-Saxon man- 
hood and took the reins of government 
out of the hands of the carpetbagger 
and negro, and, so help us God, from 
now on, we will never share any sov- 
ereignty or dominion with him again.’ ” 

The governor's remarks have created 
a sensation. 


Baltimore, Dec. 13.—A man who 
gave his name as Edward Morgan, 24 
years old, and his wife, Maud, about 
22 years of age, were arrested here 
in connection with the bunk robberies 
in Laplata and Mount Airy.

Boston, Dec, 13.—The Boston stock 
market was demoralized practically 
all day yesterday and closed in an un-

muted and Greene Consolidated. 

Sensational attacks upon Amalgamated 
copper, made in display advertise- 
ments by a well known Boston operator, 

induced many small holders of Amalga- 

mated, especially in New England, to 
sell their stock, and under a flood of 
offerings in Wall street the price 
| steadily declined. 

| Colonel W. C. Greene, president of 
| the Greene Consolidated Copper com- 
pany declares ina half-page adver- 
tisement published in today’s Post, 
| that he will come from New York to- 


day, call on Thomas W. Lawson at his! 


office, and “denounce bim as a liar, a 
fakir and a charlatan.” 

Greene's company suffered a loss of 
;over $7,000,000 in the tremendous 
slump in the stock market yesterday 
which followed Lawson's renewed on- 
slaught on Amalgamated Copper and 
the Standard Oj] “system.” While 
Amalgamated kept dropping steadily 
from 69% to 61 3-4 Greene Consoli- 
dated began to tumble and in a short 
time dropped from 84 1-8 to 24. 

Greene accuses Lawson of breaking 

|} the market by false statements and 
misrepresentations, and entirely for his 
own selfish ends. He says Lawson is 
robbing the innocent public of mil- 
lions. 

In the meantime investors and spec- 
ulators are worrying as to what may 
happen in the market today. With 
dogens of stocks breaning from 3 to 10 
points yesterday, and closing at the 
lowest, and with brokers calling for ad- 
ditional margins, it is .eared that there 
will be a flood of selling orders which 
will carry stocks to a still lower level 
today. 

Lawson has issued another state- 
ment, in which he says that what he 
has done up to the present is only 
“preliminary skirmishing.” An at- 
tempt was made to reach Lawson last 
evening to ask him how he would re- 
celve Greene, but ne declined to be 
seen. 


The Siump In New York 
New York, Dec. 13.—Beginning with 
heavy declines in Amalgamated Cop- 
per, yesterday's stock market was 
weak throughout the entire session, the 


‘| occasional! rallies failing to bold prices 


for more than a few minutes at a time. 
Brokers seemed to have nothing but 
selling orders, they said, and they did 
not look beyond that fact, the recent 
reckless speculation and the campaign 
by newspaper adyertisement against 
a copper stock to find reasons for the 
drop in prices. The market closed 
weak, with prices generally at the 
lowest. More than 2,000,000 shares of 
stocks changed hands during the day.

evident his intention to shield and pro- 
tect her uo longer. 

The aged secretary of the Wade Park 
bank presented a pathetic picture as 
he auswered question after question, 
which brought out wis own implicit 
faith in the woman whose financial 
transactions have well nigh ruined him 
in fortune and caused him such infinite 
trouble. He gave evidence, too, that 
he still believed his trust was justified. 

Only one query he attempted to 
evade. This was when he was asked 
bow much of his personal estate had 
passed into the possession of Mrs. 
Chadwick. His eyes filled, and he re- 
quested that he be excused from an- 
swering. The question was not pushed. 

The formal! indictments voted against 
Mrs. Chadwick are based, one, upon 
the Carnegie note for $250,000, which 
was made payable at the office of An- 
drew Carnegie in New York city, and 
the other upon the Carnegie note for 
$500,000, which was payable at the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce in New York. 
Under each indictment are two counts, 
one charging forgery, the other utter- 


| ing of forged paper. 


The examination of Iri Reynolds be- 
fore Referee Remington in the bank- 
ruptey court failed to disclose any 
asset that might be secured by Re- 
ceiver Loeser, appointed by the federal 
court, but brought from Mr. Reynolds, 
in reply to questions, the statement: 
“She told me she was the illegitimate 
daughter of Andrew Carnegie.” 

Later, Mr. Reynolds, in detailing his 
transactions with Mrs. Chadwick, said: 
“In all my transactions with Mrs. 
Chadwick, I believed from what she 
told me that Andrew Carnegie was 
backing her and all ber indebtedness 
would be paid.” He then added: “And 
I have not had anything yet to make 
me doubt it.” 

Mr. Reynolds was asked if he knew 
of Mrs. Chadwick ever having any dia- 
monds and he replied that he had 
seen diamonds that had been pledged 
in New York and were inventoried at 
$98,000. He had also seen them at the 
house. ‘They were contained in sey- 
eral trays in a box. He did not know, 
however, where they were now. The 
witness appeared anxious to help the 
officials in every way, and volunteered 
much information. 

United States District Attorney Sul- 
livan declared last night that he would 
not insist upon the personal attendance 
of Carnegie at the session of the fed- 
eral grand jury. “If Carnegie is not 
able to come,” said Sullivan, “all that 
will be necessary for him to do is to 
submit a statement to the district at- 
torney to the effect that his health 
will not permit him to travel.” 


Will Give Up the Fight 

New York, Dec. 18.—Mrs. Chadwick 
is overwhelmed by the developments of 
her case in Cleveland and the state- 
ment is made by one close to her that 
she will probably give up the fight here 
and return to Cleveland in the custody 
of United States officers. She did not 
anticipate the double indictment which 
was found against her by the Cuyahoga 
county grand jury, after the failure of 
the Lorain county grand jury to find 
probable cause of, action. Mrs. Chad- 
wick is of the opinion that if she must 
face these charges, she will be far bet- 
ter off in her home city of Cleveland 
than in New York. It is known that 
her counsel have strongly advised 
against this course of procedure, but 
Mrs. Chadwick insists that she be 
given free rein.

HOLLY DECORATIONS. 


How to Trim the House With Greens 
For Christmas. 

These are the most time honored 

and the most handsome of all Christ- 

mas decorations, says the Chicago 
Tribune. The doorway into the din- 
ing room may be transformed with a 
long rope of evergreens and some holly 
berries. The rope umy be draped 
about the door and perhaps carried 
over the framework of a window and 
brought down to the edge of a mantel- 
piece. The other end will perhaps be 
looped back and brought over a brass 
sconce, then fastened with a bunch of 
holly tied with a streaming scarlet rib- 
bon. 

From another doorway, also draped 
with hemlock rope, suspend a Christ- 
mas bell of holly, with mistletoe for 
a clapper, which will involve many en- 
tertaining complications during the 
festal day. 

A coarse fish net tacked along the 
side of a stairway and stuck with 
branches of holly and laurel, branches 
of laurel and cedar, becomes charming. 

Wreaths of laurel and holly tied with 
searlet ribbons are beautiful in the 
windows; one on the front door just be- 
low the knocker, when there is a 
knocker, is delightful. 

A row of little pine trees breast high 
along each side of a wide wall is one 
woman's effective Christmas treatment 
of her house. 

Anywhere and everywhere belong 
the rope of hemlock and holly bunches, 
which are as appropriate to a 2 by 4 
flat as to a twenty roomed mansion. 

A Nuremburg Christmas tree is a 
distinct beauty on a Christmas draw- 
ing room or at a children’s Christmas 
table. It is made of stiff green wire, 
covered with green, and comes in a 
wooden pot and measures three feet or 
less. It is a blaze of cheerful glory 
when lighted and can be folded and 
packed away and rise again for many 
successive Christmases. 


How to Make Imitation Snow, 

Decorate your Christmas tree with 
imitation snow. It looks beautiful. It 
is best done out of doors or in a cold 
; room. Fasten the tree to stand and, if 
done in a room, spread paper thickly 
around the tree to avoid a “muss.” 
Now boil half a gallon of water and 
dissolve therein four or five pounds of 
alum. Sprinkle the hot liquid with a 
sprinkling can or otherwise finely all 
over the tree. Wait awhile, heat the 
liquid again and sprinkle once more. 
While the needles are still wet with 
alum water sift flour or starch or chalk 
over the whole. The tree needles will 
then look as if burdened with snow. 


How Yule Dollies Are Made, 

These are old Christmas sweets for 
children: Cream together one-half cup 
of butter, one cup of sugar, add grad- 
ually two well beaten eggs, one table- 
spoonful of rich cream or milk, one 
teaspoonful of vanilla and three cups 
of flour with which has been sifted 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Stand for an hour in a very cold 
place. Have ready a tin cutter in the 
shape of a doll about five inches long. 
Take a portion of the dough out on 
the board at one time, roll out one-half 
inch thick and cut into dolls. Brush 
each over with milk and dredge light- 
ly with powdered sugar. Use cur- 
rants for eyes and bake in greased 
pans in a moderate oven. When cold 
decorate the skirt of each doll with 
ruffes of frosting. Wrap separately 
in sheets of waxed paper. In pack- 
ing place the doll in a long shallow 
box, pack firmly with tissue paper 
and before closing the box add a sprig 
of holly, tying the box with red ribbon. 


How to Make Yule Cakes. 

Rub to a light, white cream two cups 
and a half of butter and three cups of 
sugar. Add ten eggs, two at a time, 
beating five minutes between each ad- 
dition. Sift four cups of flour three 
times over with a teaspoonful of bak- 
ing powder, and add to the sugar, but- 
ter and eggs. When well mixed add 
four cupfuls of currants, washed and 
dried, half a cup of shredded citron, a 
teaspoonful each of nutmeg and cloves 
and a gill of brandy. Mix and pour in- 
to a paper lined tin, also well protect- 
ed with paper outside, and bake two 
and a half hours in a moderate oven. 


How to Roast a Duck. 

Perhaps you are to have roast duck 
for Christinas instead of the regulation 
turkey dinner? In that case omit sage 
from the filling if you are wise, using 
simply a forcemeat of breadcrumbs 
seasoned with salt, pepper, onlon juice 
and minced parsley. Fill the bird after 
rinsing and wiping it well inside and 
out. Do not moisten the filling, and 
pack it rather closely. Dredge the bird 
with salted flour, pour a cupful of 
boiling water over it and roast in a 
fairly brisk oven, allowing about fif- 
teen minutes to the pound. Baste with 
the gravy and, when nearly done, with 
butter. Then dredge some flour over 
the duck and put it in to brown. Serve 
with currant jelly if you will. 


How to Serve Grapefruit. 

One of the popular fruits for the 
Christmas holidays as well as for al- 
most any other occasion is the grape- 
fruit. If possible get one that is grown 
in Florida, see that the skin is smooth 
and the fruit heavy and solid and also 
that the size is large. Cut it in half, 
Bcoop out a good part of the juice and 
fill up the vacancy with champagne if 
you have it, or, if not, use sherry, 
brandy, fruit salads, brandied cherries 
®r cordial, and there is something that 
will revive the spirits of anybody not 
on the verge of the grave.

Cleveland, Dec. 15.—Five times in- 
dicted by the United States govern- | 
ment at the exact minute her train, 
rolled into the station, Mrs. Cassie L. 
Chadwick came home to Cleveland. 
She was greeted with jeers, hoots and 
hisses by the crowds that gathered in 
the depot when her train arrived, and 
howled at by hundreds gathered in 
front of the federal building. 


The last sound that reached her 
from the outside world, as she passed 
into the stuffy office of Sheriff Barry 
in the county jail, was the hoot of de- 
rision from the people massed in front 
of the doorway. She made no attempt | 
to give bail and after a brief stop in 
the office of the clerk of the United 
States court, was taken to jail. She 
is held in cell 14 in the woman’s de- 
partment of the jai] and her palatial 
residence on Euclid avenue, of which 
the furnishings alone are valued at 
$200,000, is occupied by her maid. 

Her courage held to the last, but her 
body failed her and when she had 
mounted the three flights of stairs lead- 
ing to the tier of cells where she is to 
remain ghe collapsed utterly and 
fainted. Breathless, pale and stagger- 
ing, she was barely able to reach a 
chair, as the steel door of the womau’s 
corridor swung open to receive her. 

She sank feebly into a chair, her bead 
fejl backward, and but for the marshals 
she would have rolled to the floor. 
Water was quickly brought to her, and 
in a few seconds she revived, and was 
again a woman of business. Her first 
request was that her lawyer, Sheldon | 
Q. Kerruish, be sent for, and she was 
soon engaged in a conference with 
him concerning her defense,

be able to leave the jail before her 
trial.

Mrs. Chadwick's train was scheduled 
to arrive at 11:10 in the morning, but it 
was three hours later before it reucbed 
Cleveland. The delay of the train 
served but one purpose—that of in- 
creasing the crowd of the curious at 
the depot. Almost with every witute 
the crowd grew in size until tue patience 


and effectiveness of the police was se- 
verely taxed. 
When the train finally rolled into 


the station there was a rush from the 
further end of the iron fence that kept 
the crowd of curious from the tracks. 
This mob had broken through the po- 
lice, swarmed over the fence and 
through the gate upon the tracks, so 
that when the train came to a stand- 
still there was about 1000 persons 
about the cars. 

After the train had been emptied of | 
its passengers, Marshal Chandler | 
stepped aboard the “Aida” and made 
his way to the drawing room, where 
he was introduced to Mrs. Chadwick. 
Preceded by Emi! Chadwick and Freda 
Swenson, the nurse, the party made 
its way to the platform and thence 
through the dense crowds toa carriage 
in waiting. 

Mrs. Chadwick was recognized by 
the crowd and there was a spontaneous | 
outburst of jeers, whistles, and shouts 
of coarse epithets. Shouts of “Here's 
the notes,” and “Where's the money” 
greeted Mrs. Chadwick upon her ap- 
pearance, and as the viciousness of the 
mob dawned upon her, she seemed to, 
grow faint, and wavered as though) 
about to fall. It seemed that but for 
the deputy marshals supporting her, 
she must utterly collapse. 

The shouts and cries were taken up 
and passed along all the way to the 
federal building, through the busiest 
part of the city. The carriage with the 
prisoner was driven into an alley in 
the rear of the federal building. There 
was much delay here, the narrow pas- 
sageway being blocked by coal wagons. 
After consuming about 20 minutes in 
going a distance of about twice as 
many feet, the prisoner was taken to | 
the marshal’s office on the fifth floor | 
on the freight elevator. 

Repeated attempts on the part of the 
police to stop the outbursts of the mob 
were futile. It was apparent that the 
degree of excitement consequent upon 
the arrival of Mrs. Chadwick had 
been under-estimated, and that what 
police precautions had been taken were 
entirely inadequate.

The commander of the naval guns 
everlooking Port Arthur, reporting at 
10 o'clock Tuesday night, says: “To- 
day’s bombardment was principally di- 
rected against the arsenal and torpedo 
storehouse at! Tiger's Tail peninsula 
and the vessels anchored in that vicin- 
ity. The storehouse was set on fire, 
and burned in about an hour. About 
six shells struck the shops and three 
vessels used for various purposes were 
Gestroyed. One took fire and sank. 
The bombardment of buildings caused 
serious damage. The result of the in- | 
direct bombardment of the Savastopol 
bas not been ascertained, owing to the 
inclement weather.” 

The Japanese are working their ad- 
yauce on the shores of Pigeon bay on 
comparatively level ground against the 
Tai Yankow, Idzchan and Antzeshan 
ferts. The approaches to the fortifica- 
tions are easy, but the forts are enor- 
mously strong, and the near approach 
will be all the more difficult, as the 
sapping of trenches will have to be 
done through frozen ground.

STRUCK DIAMOND SHOAL 


Castaways Clung to Main Deck 
After It Had Become Detached 
and Drifted Helplessly About 
For Fifteen Hours 


Boston, Dec. 15.—A story of hard- 


ship and miraculous escape from death Williams’ 


was related by the crew of the New 
York barkentine Emita, who were 
brought to this port by the steamer 
New York, which rescued them 15 
hours after they had been carried 
adrift on a fragment of their vessel.

MAHOGANY WOOD. 


The Way It Came to Be Used In the 
Making of Furniture. 

Chippendale owes his reputation to 
the fact that he published a book of 
designs with over 200 copperplate 
engravings, so that today any one who 
wishes may get them and reproduce 
them exactly or with such changes 
and improvements as suit his fancy. 
That they are capable of improvement 
Chippendale himself was the first to 
declare. Chippendale was one of the 
first makers of mahogany furniture. 
Before his time this precious wood was 
valued only for the medicinal qualities 
it was supposed to possess. 

The idea of making furniture of ma- 
hogany wood appears to have been the 
result of chance. A certain physician 
in London had a great many mahogany 
planks, and, wanting a candle box, he 
sent for a cabinetmaker and instructed 
him to use the mahogany for the re- 
quired article of furniture. The man 
objected that the wood was too hard 
for his tools, and the doctor told him 
The man did so, 
and when the doctor saw the box he 
was amazed at its beauty. Patients 
and friends talked about it, and at last 
the Duchess of Buckingham came to 
see it. She was enraptured and per- 
suaded the doctor to give her wood for 
a similar box. As a result mahogany 
got to be the fashion.

It was apparent tbat the burglars | 
had first attacked the .combination. 
Blowing the nitro-glycerine into the | 
cracks behind the knob witb an air- | 
pump, they then packed the front of | 
the safe with rugs and cnshions and 
fired the charge. The stout steel door | 
withstood the explosion, although the 
knob was blown off, 

As far as known no one in town 
heard the noise of this explosion, 
which; however, must have been con- 
siderable. The burglars then went to 
8 nearby blacksmith shop and, securing 
a pick and a crowbar, attacked the ma- 
sonry on the side and rear of the vault. 
The side walls were torn down until 
the stee! plates of the inner yault were 
exposed, when the burglars ceased 
their work. It is believed that they 
were frightened away. 

Although the authorities made a 
careful investigation about the room, 
as well as among those living in the 
neighborhood, they were unable to 
obtain any clue as to the identity of the 
robbers. 

It was reported that two men were 
seen early in the morning going in the 
direction of Saco, but they had disap- 
peared when the pelice began their in- 
vestigations.

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Miss Ellen M. Stone, the Missionary 
at Wollaston. 


A fair sized audience greeted Miss 
Ellen M. Stone, the Bulgarian Mis- 
sionary at the Park and Downs chapel 
Thursday evening. 

Every one is familiar with her story, 
and that of her fellow captive, Madame 
Tsilke, wife of one of the missionaries, 
but no written account, however vividly 
told, can appeal to one, as the spoken 
words of the woman who had passed 
through such a terrible, ordeal, and had 
lived to tell her story. 

Mr. Megathlin, in introducing 
Miss Stone, said ‘‘The days of heroes 
and heroines are not past. 

Miss Stone began her lecture with a 
few words on the topography of the 
country, where for more than twenty 
years, she had lived, and labored asa 
missionary; she told of the terrible 
persecution of the people of these 
European provinces by the Turks, and 
of the uprising, struggle and final suc- 
cess of the little province of Bulgaria 
in throwing off the cruel yoke of the 
Moslem, 

Bordering Bulgaria is the province of 
Macedonia and at the time of her 
capture, Miss Stone, with a little band 
of missionaries and teachers were on. 
their way to this province to help in 
the work of a mission school that had 
been started there. This journey was 
attended with much risk and danger as 
Macedonia was still under Turkish 
rule, 

The sudden appearance of a large 
band of brigands, the capture of their 
littie company, the final release of all 
except berself and Madame Tsilka, who 
were borne away into the mountains to 
be held for ransom, Miss Stone told in 
a most impressive way. 

After months of such physical suffer- 
ing and mental agony, as hardly seems 
possible for human endurance, the cap- 
tives were led to the borders of a little 
town where they were left at night to 
make their way at daylight to where 
help and succor awaited them. It was 
a wonderful story, very interestingly 
told.

BIDS FOR WARSHIPS 


Other Firms Were Below the 


Fore River Company. 


A Washington dispatch to the Boston 
Advertiser says, unprecedentedly low 
bids were offered for the construction 
of the battleship New Hampshire and 
the armored cruisers Montana and North 
Carolina, proposals for which weve 
opened at the navy department, 

It is probable that an official an- 
nouncement will award the contract for 
the cruisers to the Newport News 
Shipbuilding Co, for $3,575,000 each, 
and the battleship to the New York 
Shipbuilding Co. for $3,748,000, those 
being the lowest bids offered, as not 
more than 2 ships can be awarded to 
one company. 

The lowest aggregate bids for these 
three ships was exactly $1,377,000 less 
than the aggregate lowest bids for three 
sister ships a little over a year ago, a 
reduction of eleven per cent in price. 
The navy department, while gratified at 
the reduction, is unable to assign any 
reason for it except the fact that the 
shipbuilders are badly in need of work. 

The bid of the Fore River Co. of 
Quincy was: Battleship in 42 months 
$3,961,000: one armored cruiser, time 
omitted, $4,231,000; an armored 
cruiser, according to the company’s 
modified specifications in 42 months, 
$4,351,000; both armored cruisers, 42 
months at $4,244,000 each.

Fall River Strikers and Mill 


| Owners Are to Meet 
| 


AN OPTIMISTIC OUTLOOK 


A Feeling That Difficulties of 
Twenty-Two Weeks’ Standing 
Will Be Overcome--Result of a 
Consultation With Gompers 


Fall River, Mass., Dec. 17.—Renewed 
hope of a settlement of the prolonged 
| cotton mill strike in this city was given 


| 
| last night by the announcement that 


another conference bas been arranged 
between the strikers and the 

owners. 2 

This conference will take place to- 
day, and it is understood that every 
possible effort will be made to bring 
an end to the strike which has thrown 
26,000 operatives out of employment 
and brought suffering and hunger to 
hundreds of homes, despite the efforts 
ot the local labor leaders and sympa- 
thetic unions throughout the country 
to prevent such misfortune. 

' The announcement that a conference 
had been arranged was made at a late 
hour last night by President Golden 
of the United Textile council. Golden 
and Secretary Hibbert returned early 
in the evening from New York, where 
they were in conference with Presi- 
dent Gompers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. Gompers is also first 
vice president of the Civic Federation, 

, now in annual session in New York 
city. The existing conditions in the 
Fall River mills were explained to 
Gompers by the labor leaders and the 
situation was discussed at length by 

; the three men. Whether the matter 

was placed before the Civic Federation 

could not be learned here last night. 

| Soon after Golden and Hibbert re- 

turned to this city a meeting of the Tex- 

tile council was hastily called and the 
two officers reported to their fellow- 
officers the result of their trip to New 

York. 

It was but a few moments after the 
meeting adjourned that Golden made 
the announcement that the strikers 
and mill owners would meet in a final 


effort to end amicably the struggle 
which has been in progress for 22 


weeks. He added that the conference 
had been arranged by persons not di- 
rectly interested in the strike and was 
emphatic in the statement that it was 
not at the solicitation of either the 
manufacturers or the strikers. Golden 
declined to discuss his trip to New 
York in any way, further than to ad- 
mit that he had been in consultation 
with Gompers. 
The proposed conference will in no 
way interfere with the decision of the 
labor leaders to submit the question of 
|a continuance of the strike to the mem- 
bers of the various organizations. 
This course was adopted because of the 
| belief, which is said to exist in many 
quarters, that a vote by the strikers 
would show a large majority in favor 
of returning to work, even though they 


must submit to a reduction of 12% 
percent in wages. 
Persons who have followed the 


strike are optimistic and it is the freely 
expressed opinion that the end of the 
strike is in sight, perhaps within a 
week.

There was a disastrous fire in Dewey 
square, Boston, opposite the South 
Terminal at an early bour this morn- 
ing.

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LAWSON’S ATTACK 
ON WALL STREET 


He Predicts a Day of Reckoning 
For Frenzied Finance System. 


STANDARD OIL METHODS ATTACKED 


Boston Financier Tells James Creel- 
man That His Campaign Against 
“the Whole Rotten Scheme” Will 
Be Carried on In Deadly Earnest to 
the End—Publicity His Only Instru- 
ment, He Says. 


All through the critical business 
hours of Friday, Dec. 9, when Thomas 
W. Lawson, master spirit in the pres- 
ent extraordinary war against Stand- 
ard Oil finance in Wall street, was re- 
ported to be locked up with H. H. Rog- 
ers, generalissimo of Standard Oil, per- 
fecting the details of a settlement for 
$6,000,000—all through that anxious 
time, when the stock tickers and news- 
papers of the country were trying to 
guess the meaning of Mr. Lawson's 
sudden silence and inaccessibility—he 
was standing in bis quiet room in 
Young's hotel at Boston explaining the

Although I sat in the room with him 
almost from the time the stock market 
opened until long after it not 
did Mr. Lawson show the slight- 
n of excitement over market af- 
fairs. Strong as an ox, clear eyed, tran- 
quil, smiling, the man who had moved 
the financial market downward against 
the will of the greatest combination of 
capital the world has ever seen bore 
himself like one absolutely confident of 
The bunch of blue cornflowers 
in his buttonhole was not fresher than 
he, although on the previous day he, 
had fought through one of the greatest 
battles in the history of speculation, 
lad made an hour and a half speech at 
a night banquet, bad gone to bed at 
midnight and risen before 5 in the 
morning. 

In that one day he had forced nearly 
3,000,000 shares of stock into the mar- 
ket in New York. 

“My one instrument is publicity,” he 
said. “It is the most powerful weapon 
in the world. With it I have been able 
to strike with some of the power which 
eighty millions of Americans possess | 
when they are wide awake and in ear- 
nest. 

“This week's work is only the be- 
ginning of a demonstration that the se- 
erecy of the frenzied finance system— 
under the cover of which the savings 
of the people gathered into banks, trust 
institutions and insurance companies , 
have been used by the Standard Oil | 
crowd to rob the people through the 
stock market cannot succeed against 
publicity. The people only need light 
to save themselves. 

“At the beginning of the week I ad- 
vised the people of the United States 
to sell Amalgamated Copper and the 
other pool stocks.

Christmas 
Tree

HE Christmas tree goes so far 
back into the night of time that 
it is quite impossible to tell 
where or by whom it was first 

introduced. Almost every country has 
its legend claiming for its own the tree 
which bears such generous fruit. In 
Scandinavia it is said to have sprung 
from the “service tree,’”’ which germi- 
nated from soil soaked by the blood of 
two unfortunate lovers, a claim sub- 
stantiated by the statement that at 
Christmastide inextinguishable lights 
gleamed from its green branches. Ina 
French romance of the thirteenth cen- 
tury a great tree is described whose 
branches are covered with burning 
candles and on whose top is the vision 
of a child with a halo round its head, 
the tree and candles representing man- 
kind and the child the infant Saviour. 
A beautiful German story credits St. 
Winfred with giving the Christmas 
tree to the world. The story is illus- 
trative of the gospel supplanting pa- 
ganism. Before a group of converts 
St. Winfred felled a great oak which 
had been an object of the worship to 
the Druids. A fine young fir tree im- 
mediately appeared in its place, on see- 
ing which St. Winfred said: ‘This Jit- 


tle tree, a young child of the forest, | 


shall be your holy tree tonight. It is 
the wood of peace, for your houses are 
built of fr. It is the sign of an end- 
less life, for its leaves are ever green. 
See how it points upward to heaven.

Luther first conceived the Christmas 
tree.

The Romans in their saturnalia dec- 
orated trees with images of Roman 
gods as well as with candles and burn- 
ed Yule logs in honor of these gods. 
| The early Christians, however, frown- 
| ed upon all such pagan adjuncts to the 

Christmas celebration. With them the 

Feast of the Nativity was the extreme 
| of solemnity, and they were as much 
| opposed to Christmas trees and lights, 
! music and laughter, as were the Puri- 
| tans. 

The first authentic account of the 
Christmas tree is not recorded until the 
sixteenth century. It appears in a Ger- 
man manuscript, and, as the Germans 
| responded least to Latin influences of 
| all the nations which fell heir to the 
Roman empire's lands, to them rather 
than to the Romans must be ascribed 
the honor of introducing it. It was 
the marriage of Queen Victoria to a 
German prince which brought the mod- 
ern Christmas tree to England, and a 
German immigrant started the custom 
in America. The first Christmas tree 
in France was lghted in the Tuileries 
in 1840 by the Duchess Helena. 

To view the great heaps of Christ- 
mas trees which llne the market streets 
of our big cities just before the holl- 
days one would fancy that scarcely a 
tree could be left standing of the mur- 
muring hemlocks which constituted 
Longfellow’s forest primeval. Every 
hard timber state in the Union 1s call- 
ed upon by Santa Claus for its tribute 
of redolent balsam that he may have 
| plenty of places on which to hang his 
presents. 

There is only one true Christmas tree 
—the balsam fir. The hemlock proper 
has branches too drooping and flexible 
to hold a great weight of Christmas 
gifts, and the spruce, while otherwise 
suitable, lacks the.spicy odor of the 
| balsam. This is fortunate, for the tree 
most prized for Christmas purposes is 
utterly despised by the lumbermen. 
Before the Christmas tree industry be 
gan the fir lands of Maine were actual- 
ly exempted -from taxation as worth- 
less. Now they are worth from $10 to 
$15 an acre. 

The Christmas tree cutters begin 
work early, usually about the middle 
of October. While some of the men are 
cutting others follow them and drag 
the trees to the nearest open space, 

here they are bunched and tied so 

t they will not come apart in shbip- 
At the nearest depot they are 
on cars, 2,500 trees to the car. 
ren receive $1.50 a day and 
It takes seven men working 
five wevks to get out three carloads. 

The Christmas tree output depends a 
good deal on the weather. With an 
open fall, when the trees are easy to 
get at, the crop will be much larger 
than when the snow falls early and 
heavily. If the snow melts and then 
freezes on the branches it makes them 
brittle. and they break in transit

The Japanese 
are credited with using 11-inch and 16- 
inch mortars and howitzers. 

The public reception of Stoessel's 
dispatches as a whole bad.

The  authori- 
ties assert that the main line of forts 
has not yet been broken. The Japan 
ese so far have used every device of 
engineering skill in making approaches, 
but, with enormous sacrifices, have 
been able to take only the outer line 
of defenses.

How the Postmaster General 


Settled a Contest. 


Postmaster General Wynne knows how 
to settle rural postmastership fights. 
Down in the Braintrees there was a 
merry tangle, threatening to involve 
the congressmen for that district, a 
United States senator, and possibly a 
governor. At the height of the contest 
general reduces the 
offices of North Braintree, South Brain- 
tree and East Braintree to sub-statiops 
of the Quincy office, and now the candi- 
dates will be obliged to take the civil 
service examination for letter carriers if | 
they wish to work for 
Boston Advertiser, 


Uncle Sam. — 


The Boston Globe prints a Braintree 
dispatch which said in part: 

‘‘While the people of Quincy are 
pleased that their office is elevated to 
the rank of a distributing point for a 
large area, Braintree citizens are not 
overpleased, to say the least, although 
there will be some advantageous returo 
in the matter of free delivery twice a 
day. 

‘Heretofore thezthree offices in the 
town have given satisfaction and have 
had more direct communication with 
Boston than Quincy, as both North and 
South Braintree are railroad junctions, 
from which trains are run express to 
Boston at least once an hour and more 
often than that in the busy part of the 
day. 

‘As the proposed plans are under- 
stood here, the mail for Braintree will 
have to go to Quincy after Jan. 1, and 
be distributed by carriers. ‘This will 
be true, undoubtedly, of East Brain- 
tree, which office is to be abolished. 
In its place will be a substation for the 
issuing of money orders and registered 
letters and the sale of stamps.’ 

The Globe does not tell of anyone in 
Braintree who is not pleased. Perbaps 
it is the one who is expected to become 
postmaster. 

The facts of the case are that the 
letter carriers will start from the offices 
at Braintree and South Braintree, and 
not from the Quincy office. Postmaster 
Hammond says that the mails between 
Boston and these two offices will 
direct, both ways, as at present, as they 
do now between Boston and Wollaston 
and Boston and Atlantic. 

In addition, Ifammond 
says, there will be direct mails between 
Quincey and Braintree and South Brain- 
tree

FORMIDABLE GUNS. 


The Bombards Used by the Turks In 
the Fifteenth Ceniury. 

In 1478 Mohammed II., in forming 
the siege of Scutari, in Albania, em- 
ployed fourteen heavy bombards, the 
lightest of which threw a stone shot of 
370 pounds weight, two sent shots of 
500 pounds, one of 750 pounds, two of 
850 pounds, one of 1,200 pounds, five 
of 1,500 and one of the enormous 
weight of 1,640 pounds, enormous even 
in these days, for our S80 ton guns 
1,700 pound projectile, 
our 100 ton throws one of 2,000 pounds, 
and the 110 ton throws ap 1,800 pound 
shot with a high velocity 

The stone shot of Mohammed's 
guns varied between twenty and thir- 
inches in diameter, about the 
height of a dining table, 2,534 of them 
fired on this occasion weighing, ac- 
cording to a calculation of General 
Lefroy’s, about 1,000 tons, and were 
cut out of the sold rock on the spot. 
Assuming twe four inches as the 
average diameter of the shot fired at 
the siege, the total area of the surface 
dressed was nearly 32,000 square feet 
At this siege the weight of the powder 
fired is estimated by General Lefroy 
to have been 250 tons. At the siege of 
Rhodes in 1480 Mohammed caused six 
teen basilisks or double cannon to be 
cast on the spot, throwing balls two to 
three feet in diameter.—Chambers’

Incidents of Her Life In Jal 


English Prison. | 


A GRAPHIO PICTURE OF MISERIES 


Tragic Scene When She Was Told te 
Prepare For Death—Agonies of Soll- 
tary Confinement and Sufferings She 
Endured In Woking Prison — He! 
Cry For Years Lost, 


Mrs. Florence Elizabeth Maybrick 
under the title of “Mrs. Maybrick’s 
Own Story,” recently published by 
Funk & Wagnalls company, Se~ York 
and London, tells a straightforward 
story of her years in English prisons 
which is bound to draw attention to 
and finally remedy some of the abuses 
of prison life not only in England, but 
wherever the vestiges of ancient bar- 
barities exist, says the New York Even- 
ing World. 

Of the fifteen last years of her life 
passed in prison for the alleged murder 
of her husband, James Maybrick, by 
arsenical poisoning she closes her sto- 
ry by saying: | 

“A time will come when the world 
will that the verdict 
which was passed upon me is abso- 
lutely untenable. But what then? Who 
shall give back the years I have spent 
within prison walls, the friends by 
whom I am forgotten, the children to 
whom I am dead, the sunshine, the |

The story opens in the midst of the 
tragedy in a style at once interesting 
and holding:

erset.

Young, the widow of Caesar Young, in 
rebuttal. In her testimony she said

and that she had done so at the insti-

When both sides rested Judge Davis 
said he wished the case to go to the 
jury today and after a conference be-

that the closing speeches should be

At 5 o'clock this afternoon Judge 
Davis will deliver his charge and then 
the fate of the former show girl will 
rest in the hands of the jury.

Anglican Monk Laid Piece of True 
Cross Upon Young Woman, Whe 
Arone, He Asserts, When Com- 
manded In Christ's Name — Man 
Killed by Fall of Block of Ma- 
sonry Restorea by Lourdes Water. 


Father Ignatius Joseph 
Lyne, the famous Anglican monk of | 
Lianthony Abbey, in Wales, who re- | 
cently stated that he believed the days 
of miracles are not yet past, even to 
the healing of the sick and raising of | 
the dead, told in an interview with a 
representative of the London Express 
of various occasions upon which as the | 
agent of God he bad performed what 
he called miracles. 

One notable occasion was in the year 
1862 when he and a fellow worker | 
named Redman were awakened one 
night by a woman who earnestly be- 
sought Father Ignatius that he would | 
come out and save her daughter, who | 
was dying of typhoid. 

“Suddenly,” said Father Ignatius, “I 
felt the command of our Lord upon 
me, and I up. All I said to my 
friend was, “Do bring your relic with 
you.” He had a wonderful, beautiful 
relic, a piece of the» wood of the true 
cross. We had a long walk aud went 
as fast as we could. | 

“When we reached the house the girl | 
was dead. She had been dead two} 
hours, and the body was already com- 
posed for burial. Upon an involuntary 
impulse, however, which I felt to be 
inspired, I took the relic of the cross 
from my friend and laid it upon the 
dead girl’s breast. Then, in the words 
of the apostolic command, I cried, ‘In 
the name of Jesus Christ, I say unto 
thee arise!’ 

“Slowly and stiffly the corpse arose 
in bed, and Redman, turning to me, 
cried, ‘What have you done? 

““T have done nothing,’ I replied, ‘but 
the Lord hath done great things in- 
deed.’ ”’ 

After this Father Ignatius harked 
back to the first time when the word 
of the Lord came upon him. This was 
at Plymouth, where a mother declined 
to allow her children to be baptized. 
Father Ignatius told her the curse of 
God would fall upon her, and within an 
hour the curse fell. 

Suddenly, without warning, the wo- 
man’s fourteen-year-old daughter was 
stricken with abject idiocy, and her 
whole body broke out from head to] 
foot with the most loathsome sores.

The City 
hospital authorities of Atlantic City 
have fallen in with the notions of the 
eminent Brooklyn physician who a few 
weeks ago broke the news to a world 
of waiting patients that soothing po- 
tions hereafter must give place to 
soothing tunes. 

Quinine in all its bitterness Is to be 
swept away before a gale of sonorous 
sonatas. Ill tasting tonics are to be 
battered down by the stirring strains 
of marches. Annoying anaesthetics 
must give way to plaintive, droning 
melodies, which bring drowsiness and 
forgetfulness to wakeful eyes. Pun- 
gent paregoric is to be banished from 
the nursery for “Mother Goose” tunes 
in modern vein, 

| The Brooklyn physician conducted 
| his experiments with a self playing pi- 
ano. Sprightly tunes, he found, quick- 
ened sluggish pulses, while melodies, 
soft and low, soothed temples throb- 
bing with fever. Atlantic City has 
gone into the musical cure on a more 
lavish scale. A hospital orchestra has 
been formed, and now while the pa- 
tient listens to the strains of rhythmic 
waltzes his ills disappear in the dying 
tones of the melody.

FREE LEGAL ADVICE. 


Former Cleveland Judge Will Aid 
Litigants Unable to Hire Counsel, 
Judge A. B. Dissette of Cleveland, 
O., intends to devote the rest of his 
life to furnishing legal aid to those in 

need and unable to retain counsel, says 


a dispatch from Cleveland. The 
judge’s term on the common pleas 
bench expired a few days ago. He is 


well past middle life, but his health is 
excellent, and every indication points 
to his having many years in which to 
practice his unique charity. 

“Ten years on the bench have shown 
me the need of just such practical 
philanthropy,” said the judge. “When 
a rich man goes to court he has the 
ablest legal counsel to care for his in- 
terests. 3ut when a poor man is 
forced to ask the courts for his rights 
very often those rights must be forced 
frown the reluctant wealthy. In this 
case the poor man is at a disadvantage. 

“The poor man is often compelled to 
submit to wrongs because he has not 
the means to seek redress in the courts. 
He is unable to hire a lawyer. From 
now on I am going to help persons in 
that condition. I know that in a cer- 
tain of competent legal 
counsel can be secured by means of 
contingent 3ut there are many 
cases involving rights where there is 
no possibility of the necessary money 
being earned in the form of a verdict.

THE HAIR COMB. 


It Was In Remote Times Used In 
Religious Ceremonies. 

It would be curious to know what 
mystic meaning our forefathers at- 
tached to the simple act of combing 
the hair. We learn from old church 
records that the hair of the priest or 
bishop was combed several times dur- 
ing services by one of the inferior cler- 
gy, but what such a queer proceeding 
signified no one knows. The comb is 
also mentioned as one of the imple- 
ments used during high mass, but only 
when sung by a bishop. Mass combs 
of the precious metals are still reckon- 
ed as the most valuable possessions of 
some European churches, though they 
are of no use in modern ceremonies. 
Besides the gold and silver combs, the 
poorer churches had them of ivory, 
iron, horn and even wood. Combs espe- 
cially known to antiquarians are those 
of St. Neot, St. Dunstan and St. Mal- 
achias. That formerly belonging to St. 
Thomas, the martyr of Canterbury, is 
still kept in the church at Thetford; 
that of St. Cuthbert, “the woman hat- 
er,” at Durham cathedral. 

From sundry references in old leg- 
ends to the use of the comb in divina- 
tions and from its appearance in com- 
binations with pagan emblems on rude- 
ly sculptured stones in many of the old 
countries, it seems probable that it 
was a widely known pagan device and 
one that was highly venerated.—Lon- 
don Standard. 


The Girdle of Old. 

Howell quotes as familiar a French 
proverb, “Il a quitte sa ceinture” (He 
has given up his girdle), which inti- 
mated as much as if he had become 
bankrupt or had all his estate forfeit- 
ed, it being the ancient law of France 
that when any man upon some offense 
had the penalty of confiscation inflict- 
ed upon him “he used before the tribu- 
nal to give up his girdle, implying 
thereby that the girdle held everything 
that belonged to a man’s estate, as his 
budget of money and writings, the 
keys of his house, with his sword, dag- 
ger and gloves.” The fact that the gir- 
dle was used as a purse had much to 
do with its importance in general ap- 
preciation. We have an English prov- 
erb confirmatory of this appreciation. 
It is said, ‘“‘Ungirt, unblest,” and that 
it was in very common use is clear 
from the frequency with which the 
phrase occurs in old out of the way 
literature.—Chambers’ Journal.

Said That Governor Is Commit- 
ted to No Candidate, but Will 
Call a Neeting and Openly Ac- 
cept Platt’s War Challenge 


New York, Dec, <2.—The conference 
of Republicans, called by Senator Platt 
in the interest of the re-election of 
Senator Depew by tue coming state 
legislature, was held according to pro- 
gram at the Fifth Avenue hotel. It 
was in session about three hours and 
adjourned, without day, after appoint- 
ing a committee of seven, headed by for- 
mer Lieutenant Governor Woodruff, 
to wait upon Governor Odell, who was 
uot invited, and Inform him of the 
sentiment us expressed at the confer- 
eice. No arrangement was made for 
a future report of the committee to the 
conference which created it. 

The conference was attended by up- 
ward of 75 well known Republicans, 
most of them classed as being in favor 
of Depew, but there were also not a 
few who are believed to be opposed to 
his candidacy. 

After the conference, Senator Platt 
declared himself as greatly pleased 
with its character and personnel. “I 
am-proud of it,” said he. “It was truly 
representative and clearly showed, as 
I have all along claimed, that the senti- 
ment of the people of the state is strong: 


ly for the re-election of Senator De- 
pew. I umagine its result may be te 


tone down Mr, Odell.” 

Senator Platt himself called the con- 
ference to order, and at his suggestion 
William Barnes, Jr., chairman of the 
executive committee of the Republican 
state committee, presided. 

Nearly all of the speeches Gefinitely 
deprecated anything in the nature of a 
fight, and the plea for a harmonious so- 
lution of the senatorship problem char- 
acterized the Chairman 
Barnes began by asking for the views 
of Platt, who evoked laughter by in- 
stantly replying: “Perhaps you had 
better declare your own sentiments 
first.”

You drive a long way 
in Moscow for a dime.

When Vigo Was Famous.

A fleet of Spanish 
galleons, of which Benbow had been in 
pursuit, was in the bay, protected by a 
French fieet. Several galleons were 
captured by the English, but more 
went to the bottom and there remain 
to this day. Nowadays Vigo is a com- 
monplace little town.

In China, as in Japan, custom re- 
quires that one who-has performed a 
meritorious service should belittle it, 
and one who has been selected for hon- 
ere should declare himself unworthy. 
Who can imagine an American office- 
holder writing such a letter of accept- 
ance as this, which the biographer of 
Li Hung Chang quotes from Tseng 
Kwo Fan, appointed viceroy of Nan- 
kin: 

“Being of no ability and having not- 
withstanding been intrusted with the 
most important duties, I have, I 
tottered along, failed to do anything 
merjtorious. 

“When some years ago I to 
Shangtung I did not succeed in subdu 
ing the Nienfei, but returned to Nan- 
kin and was ever after ashamed of 
myself. Last year I was graciously 
nominated viceroy of Chili, but I 
made unsuitable appointments, mis- 
managed the army and failed to do any 
good for the Yellow river. I tremble 
as I think of my blunders, and in con- 
sequence I am overwhelmed by the 
gracious order which directs me to re- 
sume my former important post and 
thus displays your majesty’s confidence 
in me instead, as would be just, of 
reprobating me for my worthlessness 
and dismissing me.” : 

As it happened, this was from one 
of the most honest and best beloved 
Chinese who ever governed Nankin | 
and was almost worshiped by the peo- | 
ple of the province.

“We do not undertake to say that the | 
republics of South and Central Amer 
ica ave to be relieved of their interna 
tional obligations. We do not under- | 
take to say that the powers of Europe | 


shall not undertake to enforce their 
rights against these members of the! 
sisterhood of nations. It is only when} 
the enforcement of these rights comes 
to the point of taking possession of the 
territory that we say that is incon-| 
sistent with the peace and safety of the 
United States. We cannot say that} 
with justice unless we also say that 
the American republics are themselves | 
to be just. 

“It is always possible that redress of | 
injury, that punishment for wrong! 
nay lead to the occupation of territory. 
And if we are to maintain this doctrine, 
which is vital to our national life and | 
its safety, at the same time that we 
say to the powers of the world, ‘you 
shall not push your remedies for wrong 
usainst these republics to the point of | 


occupying their territory,’ we are bound | 
te say that whenever that wrong can 
pot be otherwise redressed, we our-!

| Decorative Articles Por Gifts Are 


Easily Made—A Useful Workborx 
and Photograph Frame. 


Something new, easy to do, effective

world of fancy work at the holiday 
geason, and it seems to be met by the 

} method of using the heavy novelty 


braid, which is called novelty 


Desigus and instructions for this work 


occur as follows in the Designer: There

shaped forms connected by slende 
stems, somewhat like 1 tor I 


much heavier and coarser, and 


row zigzag brai of thes 
loop edges and e ) 
sizes, ranging $ . 

small and fine as lace b ds to so 


that are very large and heay; 
The braid is first basted over the 
lines with close stitches, cAre being 


taken to follow the lines exactly aud 
to keep the curves smooth and flowing 
Then twisted embroidery silk, or, 


case of a heavy design, rope silk, is 
used, and a stitch is put into each of 
the loops on the edge of the braids 
while three stitches are taken from 
side to side across the stems which 
join the lozenge forms together. These 
silk stitches sprinkled over the entire 
design add very much to the richness 
of effect, give a touch of color and 
character to the braid and hold it firm 
ly in place without further sewing, so 
that the work is rapid and easy of ex 
ecution, 

Linens of fine or heavy weave in dif- 
ferent colors have been used for mak 
ing the articles in the aecompanying 
illustrations, but other materials could 
be employed to quite as good advan 
tage. Duck, pique and canvas would 
form suitable backgrounds for the 
heavy braids and sheer white linen aud 
silk for those of lighter quality. As 
for the embroidery silk, in some in 
stances it msy match the braid or the 
background, and in others may form a 
striking contrast to them. Sometimes 
the background is matched, or its color 
in a lighter or darker shade is used 
The round workbox of carnelian red 


linen is stitched with silk of a deeper |} 


red, and the square cornered photo 
frame in dull green is worked with silk 
which is very little darker than the 
background. 

| For the photograph frame two pieces 
of thin cardboard are required, also a 
piece of linen or silk for the backing. 
| The cardboard should be cut the same 
| shape as the covering, but about an 
feighth of an inch smaller all around 
‘A thin layer of sheet wadding placed

Town of Quincy Named 
for Him. 


Boulder Erected by Quincy His- 


torical Society. 


The grave of Colonel John Quincy, 
for whom the town of Quincy was 
pamed, fittingly marked,. a 
handsome granite boulder haying been 
placed Thursday afternoon over his 
grave in Old Hancock cemetery. 

Col. John Quincy died in 1767 and 
was buried in the old cemetery. Few, 
if any, of the present generation knew 
the grave, as the in- 
scription on the small slate marker had 
le aeat been obliterated by time. 

Last year when City Engineer Flood 
made a plan of the old 
cemetery, under a special order of the 
City Council, a copy of the inscriptions 
on the headstones was made, and in 
this way the grave of Col. Quincy was 
found. 

It was not until Thursday, however, 
that the Quincy Historical society 
through Hon. Charles Francis Adams, 
placed a memorial over the grave. 

The boulder was taken from the 
quarry of Field & Wild. While not 
very large it can be seen plainly from 
the street. On the street face of the 
boulder is a bronze tablet, upon which 
is the following inscription: 

Here Was Buried 
Colonel John Quincy 
of 
Mount Wollaston 
1689—1767 
From whom Quincy was named 
1792

Pattee’s History of Old Braintree and 
‘*The person selected to 
give a name to the town was Rey. 
Anthony Wibird, then the minister of 
the First church, but Mr. Wibird de- 
clined and the Ilion. Richard Cranch 
was then requested to furnish a name 
for the place, recommended its 
being called ‘‘Quincy,’’ in honor of 
Col. John Quincy, which was accepted. 

‘This was not fully satisfactory to 
the people as the inbabitants called a 
public meeting on May 14, 1792, to see 
if the town would petition the General 
Court to have the name altered or 
changed to some other. After a candid 
and somewhat exciting discussion 
whether ‘‘ Hancock’? or ‘‘ Quincey” 
should be the name, it was by a close 
vote decided that it should continue to 
be called by the name of ** Quincy.”’ 

Again in the historical sketch of the 
*irst church of Quincy, Mr. Pattee 
says: 

The Quinseys, from the earliest time, 
have lent their influence to support, 
and their virtues to adorn, the institu- 
tion of religion here, as wel! as the 
institutions of government and learn- 
iog on a wider theatre. Judge Edmund 
Quinsey, who died abroad in the ser- 
vice of bis country, is affectionately 
mentioned in a sermon preached by Mr. 
Hancock, after tle intelligeuce was re- 
ceived of his death. John Quinsey was

|for forty years Kepresentative of this 


in the General Court, and for 
many years in succession Speaker of 
the House of Kepresentatives. His 
name, which appears in the town and 
precinct records in connection witb all 
public meetings, was given to the 
North Precinct of Braintree when in 
1792 it was set off and incorporated as 
a distinct town.” 

Among the sacred vessels belonging 
to the First church is a tankard marked 
—‘*The gift of the Hon’ble John 
Quincy, Esy., to the First church of 
Christ in Braintree, 1767.’

governments which took part in the 
peace conference held at The Hague in 


| 1899, and which joined in signing the 


act thereof, were instructed to bring 
to the notice of those governments cer- 
tuin resolutions adopted by the inter- 
parliamentary union at its annual con- 
ference held at St. Louis in September 
last, advocating the assembling of a 
second peace conference to continue the 
work of the first, and were directed to | 
ascertain to what extent those govern- 
ments were disposed to act in the mat-} 
ter. 

“The replies so fur received indicate 
that the proposition has been received 
with general favor. No dissent has 
found expression. The governments of 
Austria-Hungary, Denmark, France, 


| Great Britain, Italy, Luxemberg, Mex- 


ico, The Netherlands, Portugal, Spain, 
Sweden and Norway, and Switzerland 
exhibit sympathy with the purposes of 
the proposal, and generally accept it in 
principle, with a reservation in most 
of future consideration of the 
date of the conference and the program 
of subjects for discussion. The replies 
of Japan and Russia conveyed in like 
terms a friendly recognition of the 
spirit and purposes of the invitation, 
but on the part of Russia the reply was 
accompanied by the statement that, in 
the existing condition of things in the 
ar East, it would not be practicable | 
for the imperial government, at this 
moment, to take part In such a confer- 
ence, While this reply, tending us it 
does to cause some postponement of 
the proposed second conference, 
deeply regretted, the weight of the mo- 
tive which induces it is recognized by 
this government and, probably, by 
others. Japan made the reservation 
only that no action should be taken by | 
the conference relative to the present 
war. 

“Pending a definite agreement for a 
meeting when circumstances shall per- 
mit, it seems desirable that a com.! 
parison of views should be had among 
the participants as to the scope and 
matter of the subjects to be brought 
before the second conference. 

“In the present state of the project, 
this government is still indisposed to | 
formulate a program. In view of the 
virtual certainty that the president's | 
suggestion of The Hague as the place’ 
of meeting of a second peace conference 
will be accepted by all the interested | 
powers, and in view also of the fact 
that an organized representation of the 
signatories of the acts of 1899 now ex- 
at that capital, this government ! 
feels that it should not assume the inl- | 
tiative in drawing up a program nor pre- | 
side over the deliberations of the sig- 
ratories in that regard. It seems to; 
the president that the high task he un- | 
dertook in seeking to bring about an | 
agreement of the powers to meet in al 
second peace conference is virtually | 
accomplished so far as it is appropriate | 
for him to act, and that, with the gen- | 
eral acceptance of his invitation in} 
principle, the future conduct of the af- | 
fair may fitly follow its normal chan- | 
nels. | 

“To this end it is suggested that the 
further and necessary interchange of | 
views between the signatories of the | 
acts of 1899 be effected through the in- | 
ternational bureau under the control of | 
the permanent administrative council | 
of The Hague. It is believed that in | 
this way, by utilizing the central rep- | 
resentative agency established and | 
maintained by the powers themselves, 
an orderly treatment of the preliminary 
consultations may be insured and the 
way left clear for the eventual action | 
ef the government of The Netherlands 
in calling a renewed conference to as- 
semble at The Hague, should that 
course be adopted. 

“You will bring this communication 
to the knowledge of the minister for 
foreign affairs and invite consideration 
of the suggestions herein made.”

Perhaps the most remarkable crim 
inal case of the year in this part of the 
country was the trial of Miss Nan Pat 
terson, 2 former show girl, on the charge 
of murdering “Cuesar”’ Young, a book 
maker at the racetracks, in New York 
city on the morning of June 4, 1904. 
Young was shot while in a cab on his 
way to board a steamer for Europe, 
and Miss Patterson was with him at 
the time of the shooting. She pro- 

| tested that Young had killed himself; 
nevertheless she was arrested and on 
June 13 the grand jury indicted ber for 
| ynurder in the first degree. 

Her case was not called in the crim 
inal branch of the supreme court until 
Nov. 21. Five days later one of the 
jurors fell sick and the jury was conse- 
quently discharged. On Dee. 8 the 
new trial began. The principal wit- 
pess for the defense was a retired mer 
ehant of Oneonta, N. Y., who testitied 
that he saw Young and Miss Patterson 
struggling in the cab; that the pistol 
was in one of Young’s hands, which 
was held high above his head. 

The defendant testified that Young 
was excited by her expressed determin- 
ation not to follow him abroad; that he 
treated her roughly and that then, while 
her head was partly turned away from 
him, she heard the shot. Previous to 
the fatal moment, she salu, she had 
not seen any pistol. 

The main efforts of the prosecution 
were devoted to an attempt to prove 
that Young could not possibly have in 
flicted upon himself the mortal wound; 
that, in the words of one of the medica! 
experts, he was neither an ape hor a 
contortionist. The testimony ended on

He could remember the duy, how ever, 
when “Smoky Joe” was white. 

The first settlers at Cheyenne were 
mostly Texans, big brown men who 
had lived all their lives in the open 
air and had grown boue and sinew 


| from the nutritious “chuck” of the cow 


camp. They came in from the Pan- 
handle and the southwestern counties. 
They were men of independence, years 
of adventure on the plains having made 
them resourceful and self reliant. As 
late as four or five years ago a topic 
that never failed to arise in the talk 
of a group of these Texaus was In- 
dians. They hated the Indian with all 
their heart and felt that it was Lardly 
a crime to kill one at sight. The Co- 
manches and Kiowas had murdered 
and pillaged the settlements in the 
Texas counties for so many years that 


| the sight of a red man in moccasins 


| was sufficient to make these Texans 
finger their six shooters. Living in 


close proximity to these tribes there 
had never been a gap of time to dim 
the memories of the earlier days, and 
the first settlers of Roger Mills county 
at heart were still fighting the battles 
of the border when the Choctaw rail- 
road pushed westward from Weather- 
ford and opened the country to Amaril- 
lo four years ago. 

When the Cheyenne and Arapahoe 
country was opened to settlement the 
town of Cheyenne was made the coun- 


| ty seat of Roger Mills county, then a 


cattle country, where it was believed a 
crop farmer would starve to death in 
six months and whose coming was 
looked upon with less favor than the 
advent of a prairie dog. Cheyenne 
grew to be the distributing point of 
supplies which were freighted over- 
land from Weatherford. Cheyenne 
grew to be a redhot town. Cowboys 
galloped up and down the streets, leav- 
ing a streak of smoke behind them; 
saloons did a rushing business, and 
gambling houses kept open night and 
day. It was not an uncommon sight 
to see $5,000 or $6,000 in bets piled on 
a monte table. 

The surrounding country was with- 
out fences, and the great herds of cat- 
tle had free range for miles and miles. 
It was not a country where men were 
moved to laughter and much talking. 
The silence and isolation pressed upon 
men’s lips. Miles could be traveled 
without the sight of a house. The few 
settlers who lived on claims cultivated 
Kaftir corn and sorghum for the bunch 
of cattle which they hoped would 
make them rich. 

Things have changed, both at Chey- 
The stage 
driver at Sayre jammed seven wayfar- 
ers into the two seats of his vehicle 
and said that if nothing “busted’’ he 
believed he could make it to Cheyenne, 
a distance of about twenty-six miles, In 
two and a half hours. One of the way- 
farers had not been in Roger Mills 
county for nearly five years, but he 
knew the topography of the country, 


| and the prospect of a ten mile gait in 


that portion of Oklahoma carried with 
it no assurance of safety. 

The two bronchos that pulled the 
stage sprang into the air together as 
the driver uncoiled his whip, and when 
they struck the ground the stage was 
under good headway in the direction 
of Cheyenne. An old gray haired farm- 
er from Iowa, who was on his way to 
an interior ranch to find his son who 
had been absent from home several 
years, swore vehemently at the wrench- 
ing his bones received and was dis- 
gusted with the appearance of the 
country, wholly unlike the black soil of 
Iowa. He grew 
however, when he saw a field of cotton 
which whisked by like the unfolding 
of a bolt of white cloth. The stage 
driver was making time and touching 
only the high places. The road often 
led down into canyons, but there was 
no slackening of speed. The driver 


less demonstrative, 


knew every dent in the road, though he | 
could not see them, and reached the | 


bottom in safety, with the steam gauge 
blowing off for a swift run up the next 
hill. This race on a twenty-six mile 
natural “shoot the chute” 
until the halfway place was reached, 
where a fresh team was secured. Then 
the gait was faster. 

One traveler was disappointed at 
what he saw along the way. Years be- 
fore he had seen Roger Mills county as 
a remnant of the old frontier and had 
hoped secretly that it would never 
change.

Washington, Dec. 24.—Up to the time 
of the closing of thp war department 
yesterday nothing had been received 
from General Corbin, commanding the 
Philippine division, regarding tue affair 
at Dolores. 

Secretary Taft made public a mail re- 
port just received from Governor 
Wright in regaru to the condition of af 
tuirs in Samar and other islands of the 
Philippine group. It is in part as fol- 
lows: 

“The great bulk of the civilized 
I’ilipinos live on, or not remote, from the 
coast line, but there are scattered com- 
niunities living in the mountains who 
are little removed from savagery. It 
frequently happens that some  enter- 
prising nan among them will obtain a 
considerable following and will per- 
petrate all sorts of outrages upon peace- 
ful and inoffensive inhabitants. ‘his 
cannot be changed at once. It there- 
fore may be inferred that for several 
years to come there will be eruptions 
from this source and that they will make 
raids upon the civilized Filipinos liy- 
ing in the lowlands as heretofore. 

| “A striking instance of the tendencies 
of these mountaineers is furnished by 
recent occurrences in the Island of 
Samar, the third in point of size in the 
archipelago. ‘Two mouths ago severg! 
Lundred of these hill men, under the 
leadership of one of their number who

Cheaper Furs. 

One of the results of the Russian- 
Japanese war is that raw furs are 
cheaper this season, says the New York 
World. It will take some time for 
the drop in the price of raw furs to af- 
fect the retail sale of the manufactured 
product, but the public is aiready be- 
ginning to get the benefit in reductions 
made in anticipation. Russia is one 
of the largest fur buying countries. 
Canada and British North America 
send abroad their surplus of raw furs 
beyond what the American market 
will take. The United States, except 
for some production in Alaska, imports 
almost all of the expensive furs which 
are used here. Smaller furs, like 
muskrats, raccoons, skunks and opos- 
sums, are produced in large numbers 
in the United States, and a great part 
of them is exported.

Port Arthur the Strongest For- 
tress Ever Attacked 


FALL MAY BE FAR AWAY 


Japanese Attack on Northern 


| 

| Defenses Repulsed With Heavy 
| Loss In] Men and Guns--Rus- 
; slan Artillery Worked Havoc 
| 


London, Dec. 27.—Foreign corre- 
spondents from Port Arthur declare 
that the fortress is the strongest that 
ever was attacked and compare it to 
six Seyastopols, all situated on hills ar- 
ranged in mutually supporting groups, 
connected by tramways and telephones 
and backed by a mass of wall masking 
the movements of the troops from one 
another. They consider that no other 
army in the world could have done what 
the Jupanese have accomplish, but 
deprecate as over-sanguine the idea of 
j its immediate capture. 

The Daily Telegraph's correrpoud- 
ent at Chefoo, in a dispatch dated Dec. 
i 20, says: 

“A messenger from Port Arthur de- 
scribes a Japanese attack on the even- 
ing of Dee. 22, with a light column of 
5000 and many machine guns on 
the northern defenses. They dashed 
along the railway, carrled trench after 
trench, and succeeded in reaching the 
water course beneath Payuisean moun- 
tain, whence the Russian artillery 
worked terrible execution. 

“A fierce bayonet fight occurred at 
midnight. A strong Russian force ad- 
vancing eastward of Payuisean moun- 
tain threatened the retreat of the Jap- 
unese, who, after a desperate struggle, 
retired to the north, leaving several 
inachine guns, 300 rifles and 50 prison- 
ers. It is estimated that they lost G00, 
killed. The Japanese halted near the 
cemetery and, finding that both their 
fiauks had carried all the works form- 
ing the outlying range of the main 
forts, they entrenched on small hills 
near Este mountain under a severe en- 
filading tire, which caused them heavy 
losses.” 

The Daily Mail's correspondent at 
Toklo cables as follows: 

“On Dee. 19 the Japanese signalled 
the Russian hospital ships protecting 
the destroyers In the roadstead of Port 
Arthur to change their berth, and the

Mobilization Disorders

Moscow University Closed 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 27.—The au- 
thorities have closed Moscow  univer- 
sity until Feb. 1, owing to the recent 
student disturbances. During the 
riots at Razon two railway bridges 
were blown up and at Chenstohovo an 
attempt was made to dynamite the 
statue of Alexander II., but only the 
steps were injured. 


Have Been on Fighting Line 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 27.—Lieutenant 
Colonel Schuyler and Captain Reich- 
mann, United States military attaches 
with General Kuropatkin’s army, 
have arrived here from Mukden. They 
will leave immediately for Washington. 
Both officers have seen much fighting. 


Steamer tn Dangérous Position 

New York, Dec. 27.—The British 
steamship Drumelzier, which went 
ashore on the point of Fire Island bar 
Sunday night in a snowstorm, is still 
hard aground. The vessel left New 
York Sunday, bound for Swansea and 
Havre, and when she struck was 
many miles out of her course. Wreck- 
ers are prepared to take off the steam- 
er’s crew if necessary.

BONDING OF EMPLOYES 


Some Cases Where Companies 
Have Practically a Life Lease 


--Complications In Methods of 
Resisting Claims 


Washington, Dec, 28.—It has leaked 
out that the paragraph in the postmas- 
ter general’s annual report recommend- 
ing that legislation be enacted to give 
him authority to terminate bonds of 
postoffice clerks is an effort toward un- 
doing some of the work of the old post- 
Office gang. A large share of the bond- 
ing Is how done by a Maryland com- 


any. 

An opinion was rendered by the at- 
torney general of the postoffice depart- 
ment, really the work of Harrison J. 
Karrett, that a postal official once bond- 
ed could not change his surety, unless 
he was transferred to a different posi- 
ten. It was held that he could not go 
over to another company without con- 
tinuing to pay premiums to the old one. 
This virtually gave a bonding company 
which once secured the business a life 
life lease on it, and the rates varied so 
greatly that the employers often desired 
No evidence was 

brought out in the investigation to show 
that Beavers had received any compen- 
sution from this company for steering 
business to it, and it is surmised that 
if he did so, it was for the purpose of 
“standing in” with influential political 
interests, 

The bonding companies have resisted 
meeting their liabilities at times in a 
Way that, had their resistance been sus- 
tained, would have made it difficult for 
the department to do business with 
them. In the case of a registered let- 
ter, this company asserted that it yer- 
liable only to the_serwat if the carrier 
ernment gyistered letter going from 
Siiith to Jones, it was not liable to 
Jones. The controversy ran through 
some months until It was finally agreed 
to submit to the attorney general. His 
cpinion was that the bonding company 
had made itself responsible for the 
faithful performance of the carrier’s 
duty, with which stealing Jones’ letter 
was not consistent. and therefore that 
it was Hable for the loss. 

The postoffice department Is paying 
no attention to W. W. Valentine, who 
was dismissed from the New York post- 
office yesterday for refusing to work 
overtime, in order to make a test case. 
There is no provision for the payment 
of postal clerks for overtime: their du- 
ties in the summer often consume less 
than the regular day, 


The Ferguson Hard Agreund 
Nantucket, Mass., Dec. 28.—An un- 
successful attempt was made to float 
the schooner George B. Ferguson, which 
went ashore in the outer harbor during 
the gale which raged along the coast 
Dee. 17. About 150 tons of coal was 
lightered and the steamer Waquoit, 
with a powerful steam pump, stood by 
for six hours and worked steadily in 
an effort to lighten the vessel. The 
garboards had started, however, and 
with the rise of the tide the schooner 

leaked nearly 1500 gallons a minute. 


Shortage of Minor Silver Coins 

Philadelphia, Dec. 28.—Superin. 
tendent Landis of the mint in this city 
announces that the available silver 
bullion of the country has been ex 
hausted. Unless congress makes the 
purchase of more silver bullion for 
coining purposes or by accepting a sug- 
gested temporary remedy, he said, com- 
merce will be greatly hampered next 
year as a result of a $10,000,000 short 
age in small silver coins. 


The New York Senatorship 

New York, Dec. 28.—The announce- 
ment is made that Governor Odell 
will make a declaration on the United 
States senatorship before he leaves 
New York for his home in Newburg. 
He has had a final conference with T. 
L. Woodruff, who is said to represent 
Senator Depew. No announcement 
was made as to the result of the con- 
ference. 


Action Against Piumbers’ Trust 

Indianapolis, Dec. 28.—Judge Carter 
has granted a restraining order against 
the further operation of what is called 
a plumbers’ trust, composed of the 
plumbers’ supply houses of the city. 
Joseph Miller complained that the sup- 
ply houses would sell goods only to 
members and he was refused the privi- 
lege of purchasing.

SIX Enumerators for 
Quincy. 


~ | Applications to Be Made to the 
Mayor. 


Arrangements are already well under- 
way for taking the Massachusetts cen- 
sus for 1905, the decennial census. The 
Legislature of 1904 passed an act 
(Chap. 428) relative to the appoint- 
ment of census ecnumerators and 
work. 

Section 7 provides that ‘‘the whole 
number of enumerators shall not ex- 
ceed ore for every $8,000 persons in 
each city and town, according to the 
returns of the preceding decennial 
census, and shall be so many less as the 
chief may decide to be adequate for the 
duty.” 

The census of 1895 showed Quincy to 
have a population of 20,712, so the 
number of enumerators cannot exceed 
s'x, and it is probable that one will be 
appointed for each of the six wards. 

Section S provides—**The mayor and 
aldermen of cities and the selectmen of 
towns may nominate twice as many 
persons as there are enumerators to be 
appointed in each city and town, and 
of the persons thus nominated there 
shall be appointed as enumerators, 
under the provisions of this act, those 
found best qualified for the Se, as 
determined by such rules and tests as 
the said chief mny fix, subject to the 
approval of the civil service commis- 
sioners of the Commonwealth. In case 
the mayor and aldermen or selectmen 
do not nominate a sufficient number of 
persons thas found to be properly 
qualified, within thiity days after being 
leone to do so, then the said chief 
may appoint, subj.ct to such tests as 
to qualifications as are herein provided 
for, the additional number required.”’ 

Chief Pidgin informs the Ledger that 
the request for the local officials to send 
in the names of nominees will be mailed 
to them on January 10, 1905. This 
allows ample time in which to file ap- 
plications with the nominating officers, 
who will have until February 8, 1905, 
in which to make their returns, The 
compensation will be $3 for each day of 
nine hours actually employed in said 
service, 

Chief Pidgin further says: ‘‘ Men or 
women of intelligence and good charac- 
ter are desired, who are in good health 
aud are not pbysically defective, who 
are acquainted with the locality in 
which they are to act, and who can 
write plainly. They should not be 
addicted to the use of intoxicating li- 
quors nor connected with its sale.’’ 

The work of enumeration will be 
begun May 1, 1905, and be constantly 
prosecuted until completed. 

The information sought by the census 
sball relate to population and social 
statistics, manufactures, trade, mining 
and quarrying, agricultural products 
and property, the fisheries, commerce, 
libraries, and tu schools and school 
property. 

The chief of the Census bureau is re- 
quired to reqnest suggestions from the 
mayors of cities and the selectmen of 
towns, and the inquiries suggested by 
them within sixty days shall form part 
of the schedules, if approved. 

Section 14 of the Act provides that 
enumeration of cities may upon request 
of the mayor and aldermen be made by 
streets, blocks, etc. Thatdoes not seem 
necessary in Quincy but census by wards 
is desirable, and perbaps there are some 
other facts that might be gathered that 
would be of value. It might bé well to 
learn the number employed in each 
branch of the granite industry for 
future comparisons; also in the ship- 
yards. It would be of interest to learn 
the number of inhabitants who are em- 
ployed, and what part are employed in 
Quincy.

Quincy Man’s Feat of 35 
Years Ago. 


Geo. L. Phillips Won 
First Prize 


In Submarine Race from Boston 
to East Boston. 


In connection with the opening of the 
new tunnel to East Boston the Boston 
Journal claims for George L. Phillips 
of Quincy the bonor of being the first 
man to pass below the waters of tke 
harbor from Boston to the Noddle 
island, and he did it too withont 
getting wet. 

On the Fourth of July in 1869 Mr. 
Phillips walked from T wharf to Canard 
wharf, clothed in a diver’s suit, and 
came out victor in the first and only 


contest of the kind that was ever 
known. 
The city fathers in 1869 were looking 


for some s rt of a novelty for the cele- 
bration of the nation’s birthday. Sub- 
marine diving was then in its infancy. 
Some bright mind conceived the idea 
that a race by submarine divers would 
be an unusual attraction. A committee 
having in charge the arrangements was 
appointed and the details were fixed. 

‘Lhe story of Mr. Phillips, relative to 
the race, as printed by the Journal, is 
as follows: 

‘* It was something new then for any 
one to walk below the water. I had 
been out of the war only a few years, 
where I served iu the Twelfth Massa- 
chusetts, and had only been below a 
few times. Three prizes were offered, 
$75, $50 and $25. I bappened to be the 
lucky man to win the first prize. 

‘Tt seemed as if every sort of a craft 
that would carry any one was brought 
into service to carry spectators. United 
States war vessels were used and the 
Portland, Augusta and Bangor boats 
pulled out of their docks with hundreds 
of passergers. They loaded them on 
just as long as the police would alluw 
them to do so. Fifty cents a head was 
price. I had been married only a short 
time and my wife ‘watched’ the race 
from a schooner along with the wife 
and the relatives of the other two men 
in. 

‘Bill’ Lloyd and ‘Jake’ Palmer 
were the other two men who raced. 
Several others entered but did not come 
around to get inthe race. We hada 
float on each side of the harbor. Each 
man had a boat with a crew of four 
men, one to steer, two at the pump and 
one fora’rd with the life lice. Some- 
thing was the matter my pumps, so I 
had to change to larger ones that would 
not go in the boat. I borrowed another 
boat from a vessel near T wharf that 
was much heavier than the first one. 
Every one thought that because the 
boat was heavier I would lave a harder 
time to win. 

**You see each of us ata given signal 
was to climb down the ladder and then 
draw our boats across the harbor. It 
was near noon on a high tide at the 
full of the moon. I found a great deal 
of soft mua but some hard footing. I 
had told the men who were taking care 
of my boat to stop pumping just as 
goon as we arrived on the other side. 
They did not understand, so it took me 
at least a minute longer to get up to 
the raft. There were three flags and 
as soon as one of us waved bis flag a 
gon was fired and that marked the 
time. 

‘* T was so exhausted when I got on 
the East Boston side that everytbing 
looked all blue to me. I climbea up 
the ladder and thought thatthe other 
two men had won out. Some one cried 
to me to wave the flag. I had just 
sense enough to do so. I won the race 
in 17 1-2 minutes, which was quicker 
than some of the boats could do it in 
the fog yesterday. 

‘‘Lloyd’s time was 22 minutes and 
Palmer did not get across. He was 
exhausted and had to be pulled up to 
his boat. He, however, got $25, the 
third prize. 

‘It was kind of queer about those 
other two men. Lloyd was drowned 
down in North Carolina. Palmer went 
out west and became a stage driver. 
He was shot by a road agent years 


ago.’’

POUNDING ON THE BEACH 


Would-Be Rescuers Unable to 
Get Near Stranded Vessel-- 
Seas Washing Over Unknown 
Steamer on Diamond Shoals 


New York, Dec. 29.—Still pounding 
on the bar off Oak island. where she 
struck on Christmas merning, the 
steamer Drumelzier lies in practically 
the same position as when she first 
went ashore. A picked crew of eight 
men will set out from Sandy Hook 
life saying station. They will use the 


longest lifeboat at the hook and it will 
be towed to the scene of the wreck 
by a powerful tug. 

The Drumelzier lies about three- 
quarters of a mile off the extreme end 
of Fire Island beach and is almost in 
the channel leading from the ocean in- 
to Great South bay. All communica- 
tion between Oak island and the main- 
land is cut off by the ice that fills this 
bay with drifting floes which are 
driven hither and thither by the winds 
and in some places piled in huge hum- 
mocks. ‘The steamer is lying bow-on 
toward the shore, with her stern resting 
on the bar, showing about two feet 
above her normal draft. 

During the day the steamer hoisted 
no signals of distress, nor did she even 
use her whistle, although smoke and 
steam from her funnels indicated that 
the fires were still going. The revenue 
cutter Mohawk anchored near the 
hours, She sig- 
ualled the wreck steamer asking if as- 
sistance was desired and received an 
affirmative answer. ‘he cutter’s boats, 
however, were unable to reach th: 
wreck. 

Throughout the day the crews of the 
two life saving stations were unable 
to render the least assistance and could 
only gaze helplessly across the mile or 
more of raging surf that separated 
them from the helpless crew. Now 
and then between the clouds of spray 
that crowned the breakers forms could 
be distinguished on the Diumelzier. 

Should the vessel go to pieces, as ap- 
pears possible from the terrific man- 
ner in which she Is pounding, the only 
possible salyation for Cay tain Nichol- 
son and his crew lies in rescue by the 
boats of the wrecking steamer, which 
is anchored about a mile from the 
stranded steamer. If the Drumelzier 
holds together great hope is placed in 
the efforts which the Sandy, Hook life- 
savers will make. ; 


A Victim of “Hell’s Hole” 

Norfolk, Dec. 29.—Battered by heavy 
seas, an unknown steamer lies help- 
less on the Inner Diamond shoals, eight 
miles off Cape Hatteras, and faint 
lights seen now and then carry a mes- 
sage to the life saving corps on shore 
that there are human liyes aboard the 
wrecked craft that cannot be saved 
until wind and seas have calmed suf- 
ficiently to allow the surfboats to be 
launched. 

The steamer grounded on the inner 
shoal, known to mariners as “Hell's 
Hole,” in the graveyard cf shipping. 
Iieavy seas careen the vessel on her 
beams and she is lying on her port side 
with seas washing all ovir her. The 
smoke that her funnel emitted is no 
longer discernible and it is supposed 
that her fires have been extinguished 
by water filling the hull. 

The steamer has three masts and one 
funnel. Her engines and boilers are 
aft and the funnel is between the main. 
mast and mizzenmast. From her de- 
scription it is thought she may be one 
of the fruit liners that ply between 
West Indian ports and Baltimore or 
New York.

IN SORRY CONDITION 


Miss Patterson Said to Be Close | 
to Border of Insanity | 


New York, Dec. 29.—J. Randolph 
Patterson of Washington, who spent 
the greater part of yesterday with his 
daughter, Nan Patterson, in the Tombs, 
said, after leaving her, that he feared 
she was going insane. “She is broken 
down completely,” he said. ‘My little 
girl is a physical and mental wreck 
and I am afraid that her mind is giv- 
ing away under this dreadful strain. 
She is worse that she was when she col- 
lapsed after hearing of the jury's dis- 
agreement. I have sent for our fam- 
ily physician.” 

Dr. Maguire was sent for later and 
after examining Miss Patterson, sald: 
“Miss Patterson is in a highly nervous 
and even a hysterical condition, but in 
my judgment there need be no fear of 
insanity from present indications. 
She laughs a good deal, but the laugh- 
ter is more of a hysterical character 
than from any impulse that would ap- 
pear like insanity. She needs good 
care and constant watchfulness and 
companionship. ‘The latter, as we all 
know, cannot be very well supplied in a 
prison.”

End Their Lives Together 


TALE OF THE SURVIVOR 


Talked Over Their Troubles In| 
Boston, Went to New York, | 
Went to Theatres and Drank’ 
Heavily and Then Took Polson| 


New York, Dec. 29.—Benjamin J. 
Riley of Springfield, Mass., declares 
that he and Orestes A. Weed of Bos- 
ton came to this city with the inten- 
tion of committing suicide together. 
The two men were taken from the 
Grand Union hotel here suffering from 
morphine poisoning, and Weed died at 
the hospital after the physicians had 
tied for hours to save him. Riley was 
revived and was transferred to the 
prison ward of Belleyue hospital, 
Where he is held on a charge of at-' 
tempted suicide. It is thought that he 
will recover, 

According to Coroner Scholer, Riley, 
who gave his home as Brookline, a 
suburb of Boston, made the following 
statement: 

“Weed and I have been chums since 
boyhood. We knew each other well 
and when we became older we sep- 
arated and met only occasionally. We 
saw each other at least three or four 
times a year and last Sunday we hap- | 
pened to meet in Boston. We chatted | 
for some time and told each other of | 
the trials we had encountered during 
the past six months. Both of us had 
met with poor success and we were 
both what you may term us down and 
out. j 

“Neither of us had anything that 
gave auy promise and we were down- 
hearted. In some manner, how I do 
not know, our talk drifted to suicide, 
and one of us proposed, 1 can’t tell! 
which one, that we should commit sui- 
cide together. Both of us agreed and 
then we made preparations to die.” 

Riley then told the coroner of how 
they left Boston and came to this city. 
They went immediately to the Grand 
Union hotel, where they registered 
and were assigned toa room. Riley 
said that in their room he and Wood 
discussed the best methods of ending 
their lives and it was finally decideel 
to take morphine. They left the-hotel 
late Tuesday afternoon together, he 
said, and went to a drug store, where | 
they purchased the poison, 

“We were to die that night,” the 
man continued, “but one of us proposed 
to put it off for a few hours. We had 
some money and we decided to spend 
that before we died. Then, too, we 
were very nervous. We went around 
the city and visited several of the the- 
atres and also drank heavily.” 

Riley then stated that they went to! 
their room on Tuesday night shortly | 
before midnight and that each took a 
dose of morphine. When he had 
finished his story he was told by the 
coroner that Weed had died. Riley 
then said: 

“I am now awfully sorry that I tried 
to die. I want to live and in the fu- 
ture will do my best to earn my liv- 
ing. I am awfully sorry to hear that 
Weed is dead. He was a fine fellow 
and was married and had two children.” 

Mrs. Weed was notified and came 
on from Boston at once. She called at 
the hospital and later visited the 
morgue, where she was shown the 
body of her husband. She was told 
that she could not have the body re- 
moved until an autopsy was per- 
formed. Mrs. Wood stated that she 
would secure a permit for the removal | 
of the body after the autopsy and that 
it would be taken to Boston for burial.

AGAIN IN PUBLIO EYE 


Princess Radziwill to Sue Exe- 
cutors of Rhodes Estate 
London, Dec. 29.—The Daily Chron- 
icle states that Princess Radziwill has 
decided to bring action against the ex- 
ecutors of the estate of Cecil Rhodes 


with the object of vindicating her 
ebaracter from accusations in connec- 
tion with her personal relations with 
Rhodes. 

Princess Radziwill was sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment by the su- 
preme court of Cape Colony, April 30, 
1902, for forgery in connection with 
notes purporting to have been en 
dorsed by Rhodes. She was liberated 
from prison in August, 1903. The 
princess is the daughter vf the Aus 
trian Count Dymski, formerly one of 
the great landed proprietors of Galicia. 
She eloped with Prince Radziwill on 
the eve of the day set for ber marriage 
to a wealthy manufacturer. About 
four years ago she appeared in Lon- 
don, where she lived in luxurious style. 
Subsequenfly she moved to South 
Africa, where she attempted to float 
evidence of credit purporting to have 
been signed by Cecil Rhodes, but which 
were repudiated by him. Several suits 
tried at Cape Town finally culminated 
in her conviction. 

It was alleged by the London papers 
that Rhodes’ death was due to the worry 
Which she caused him and to the fact 
that he was obliged to retirn to South 
Africa in the hottest weather to pros- 
ecute the case against her

I therefore request all parents in 
whose household a birth has occurred in the 
year 1904, to place upon a paper or card the re- 
quired information, and keep it in a convenient 
place uatil the canvasser appears.

of Boston harbor. 

The tunnel is built entirely of con- 
crete and is the only tunne! of that kind 
in the world. Ithasa maximum width 
of 23 feet, 8 inches, and an average 
height under the harbor o7 20 feet, 6 
inches. There is a depth of earth be- 
tween the top of the tunnel and the bed 
of the harbor of about 20 feet, the 
lowest point of the tunnel being about 
o0 feet below mean high water. 
When Boston harbor is uredged, how- 
ever, to the anticipated depth of 40 
feet, the depth of earth covering the 
tunnel will not exceed five feet. 

The interior diameter of the tunnel 
is 20 percent greater than that of the 
St. Clair tunnel and 80 percent greater 
than the Hudson river tunnel, The 
tube is declared by experts to be abso- 
lutely fireproof and practically safe 
against leakage. The system of ven- 
tilation includes the employment of a 
duct running through the upper part 
of the tunnel, with an air-exhaust by 
the use of electric fans. 

The actual beginning of the tunnel 
on the Boston side is at Sccllay square, 
and from this point the everage time 
of a trip through the tunnel to the ter- 

| minal at Maverick square, East Boston, 
is expected to be 44% minutes, although 
a trolley car has covered the distance 
in 1:56. 

The construction of the tunnel was 
marked by four fatalities to workmen, 
while many others suffered from “‘cais- 
son” or air pressure disease 

The Boston Elevated Railway com- 
pany will pay as annual rent for the 
use of the tunnel! 8-8 of 1 percent of the 
company’s gross receipts, or $45,000 on 
| the basis of last year’s eainings. All 

persons using the tunnel must pay a 
toll of 1 cent in adaiuon to the regular 
car fare, which passes to the city to pay 
interest on bonds issued and eventually 
to bring about their redemption.

Police Officers Responsible For 
Tech Riot at Boston 


EXCESSIVE FORCE USED 


No Evidence to Identify Any 
Patrolman Who Used His Club 
eA Stigma Upon Conduct of 
Students at Celebrations 


Boston, Dec, 30.—The Boston board 
of police commissioners, which investi- 
gated the riot at the Massachusetts Ins- 
titute of Technology two months ago, 
which followed a political parade of 
students, find that the leading officers 
in charge of the patrolmen sent to pre- 
serye order were guilty oc neglect of 
duty in not properly restraining the pa- 
trolmen under them.

exonerated from all blame. 
Regarding the patrolmen the report 


“None of the evidence identifies any 
patrolman who used his club. If such 
patrolmen could have been identified 
' we should have proceeded against 
| them also. 
| “It is the duty of the police to en- 
| force the laws and to preserve the 
| peace and to protect the public from 
\Jawless assemblies. It is also their 
duty to do this with coolness and good 

judgment. They should not lose their 
| heads because others do so. They 
; should be patient and forbearing in 
| times of excitement and resort to force 
| only when more peaceable means have 

been tried without success.” 

In commenting on the report, the 
comiissioners say: “We find that ex- 
cessive force was used nd that the 
police in performing their duty did not 
use that prudent and careful forbear- 
ance, intelligence, tact and coolness 
which should be required of a well 
disciplined and highly efficient police 

force. 
| “It is greatly to be regretted that the 

custom has grown up of having trouble 
at all gatherings of students from the 
various institutions of learning. The 
example set to other gatherings of the 
| people to emulate these acts of law- 
lessness and defiance of lawful re- 
straint is productive of much mischief 
and trouble for the police 1n the arduvus 
and difficult duties which they are con- 
stantly called upon to perform. 
“The annoyance to which the public 
are frequently subjected by the con- 
duct of the students ought to make 
| them ashamed of it, and tne fact that 
heavy details of police are a'ways neces- 
sary whenever the studeats choose to 
assemble for any celebration isa stigma 
upon their conduct, which ts greatly to 
| be regretted, to say the least.”

Japs Reach Parapets of Rihlung 
With Dynamite 


FORT IS THEN OCCUPIED 


Result of Months of Fighting, 
Sapping and Mining--Leaves 
Small Hopes For Other Forts 
Unless Help Soon Arrives 


London, Dec. 30.—As a culmination 
of months of Sapping and mining, and 
after many bloody actions involving 
the sacrifice of many lives, the Japan- 
ese have at last succeeded in captur- 
ing Rihlung mountain. ‘rhe parapets 
of the fortifications first were blown 
up with dynamite, and the besiegers, 


rushing in through the breaches, man- 
uged to intrench themselves within in 


the entire works. The besiegers lost 


slun garrison of 500 escaped. 

The Tokio dispatch telling of this 
victory does not make it quite clear 
What the phrase “entire works” means. 
According to the military maps Rihlung 
fort is an advance work, and nota per- 
inanent fort.

Union Feamsters at Boston Willi 
Agree With Employes 

Boston, Dec. 30.—“There will be no 
strike of the 6000 members of the Bos- 
ton Team Drivers’ union 25 for the es 
tablishment of its proposed agreement 
to run from Jan. 10, 1905, to Jan. 10, 
1906,” is the sentiment expressed both 
by the leaders of the union and the offi 
clals of the Master Teamsters’ asso- 
ciation. 

The proposed agreement of the union 
to the masters provides for no changes 
in the present working conditions. The 
contract that the union wants the mas- 
ter teamsters to sign has been in force 
since January, 1903, in all particulars, 
with the one exception of the wages-of 
drivers for one-horse light wagons, 
whose pay was raised by the 1904 
agreement from $11 a week to $12. 

The proposed agreement is in sub- 
stance as follows: Eleven hours in 12, 
from 6 a. m. to 6 p. m., shail constitute a 
working day. One hour, on or as near 
the usual hour, 12 to 1, as possible, 
shall be allowed for dinner. 

All time over and above said time 
shall be paid for at the rate of 25 cents 
an hour, or fractional part thereof, ex- 
cept Sundays and legal holidays, which 
shall be paid for at the rate of double 
time. If a man is called upon to work 
on a holiday he shall be paid 25 cents 
an hour additional.
